et no Magiſtrate ought trom thence to raiſe the value of an unlawful Sale, becauſe 
he finds a ſort of People thriving and do; me, by livitg and Coing ill. And the 
fame reaſon holds apainſt the Keepers of Prifor.crs , who would never give {uch ex- 
ceſſive Rates for their Places g were they not wicked prinders of the Pears Men that 
* the wholedeſign of their advantage vpen the Calamitics of the Miſcrable; at 
which. the ſtrates are ſuppoſed too too thuch to connive , who fuffer their Cot- 
fers tb be fAIPd with theſe Golden Temptations , becauſe he ſees them cloathed ſo 
\ Rich, and and grow fo fat upon the Ruines of ghe Unfortunate ; w hich is quite con- 

trary to the Office of the true Magiſtrate, who ought to have a careful Eye upcn the 
growth of Oppreſſion, to curb and remove the Exorbitancies of /njuſtice, ard to ſeare 
away the _ Fleſh of Avarice and Rapine, and nctto Sell 7mprunity to the Evil 
doer. Therefore it is not to be queſtior®d, but infallibly aſſerted , That whoever 
receives Money for any Place, wherevf the Sale is not to be warrentcd',* docs but re- 
ceivea Publick Bribe , which, only cuſtome , and perbaps too commen connivance 
juſtifies, For ever any Man, ſaith Tacitur, cover came to any Office by Morey , but he 
was forced to exerciſe his Authority wicke&ly and unjuſtly. He that huys mult fell, or 
ke looſes by the Bargain. Which makes the Pubilck Offices of Londen , like Bry- 
ers to which Sheep repair fcr ſhelter, lcoſe a Lock. 

If an Appeal be made to Holy Scripture, there is moſt certainly no Learning un- 
der the Sun ſo Chymical, that can extradt the leaſt drop of Avthority irom thence, 
for the Sale of Publick 'uſtice or it's Dependancies ; but exceflive Penalties it may 
find enough,upon all manner of Extortion and upon all thoſe that connive at, & ſuffer 
it ; ſo ſeverely menaced,and fo truly threatned by him, that never fails to perform,that 
nothing but a fatal Jrony can excuſe the contempt and neglect thereof;as if the Ears of 
the profit cquld not bear the cries of the Poor 72 the thundring neiſe of: God*s judg- 
ments, 1o ſeverely denomcd on their behalf. However they who require mote

ne fatifaction, may read that excellent Oration of the Prophet Samizel, which 
made _- the reſignation ofthis Goverqnient. | 
- Being thus baniſhed from the Common-wealth of 77e!, this Tenent finds 
to hetter entertainment among the Heathey, with whom we find theſe two 
Maxims-, like two Golden Pillars fipporting the moſt Rovriſhing and moſt 
Victorious Cities in the World, which © Ari{torle hath not been a little induſtri- 
ous to maintain ;, Firſt, That the Sale of Offices is the greateſt wrong that can be offer*d 
to a Commonwealth. Secondly,That morny ou1ht nor to buy thoſe Places, which may , nay 
eu7ht to be the reward of Virtue, and art the futeft racans to 7 rs the neceſſities of good 
Men. The Sale of Offices jn the flouriſhing Times of the Arhcnians was abomina- 
ted, and by the Earedemonians expteded as a Crime : And the Roman Empire in its 
increaſe and flouriſhing condition, Fined and Puniſ}?d thoſe that fonght Offices In- 
juſHy ; and they then firft bred diflention among themſelves, and their own deſtru-

His Caſhin being placed in his Fathers rocm,to terrific kim ſrcm the ſame Offence , 
which the King then told him would deſerve the fame puniihment.

- Toriſc then from Hiſtory to Reaſon, we meet with a Theſi;, fairly bordering ypon 
the Law of Natore, 4s undeniable 2s [ruth jc felt ; That there is nothing Arms a 
Purchaſer with a more confident defence of his unjuſt dealings, than Aoney given 
for an Imployment. It makes him that he b/#ſhcs not to be accuſed of Rigour and 
Exto;tion , to be Arraigned for Yiolence,, nor values he the frowns of Magiſtracy, 
while with a daring Forehcad he is able to upbraid his Superiour , tclling him , he 
had nox his piace for -hing , but pard ſoundly for it , and therefore hopes he ſhall 
not be dehar'd from making the beſt advantage of what he has purchagd at fo dear a' 
raic. A thing fo obvious, that reprove him never ſo ſharply, never ſo feverely, it 
ſtems Collypve and meerly Comnunatica , fo little does it fignifie. For turn him 
out of Poſſeſſion, and the ſucceeding Chapman is diſcouraged. Nor does the Judg 
himſelf ſcape the ſmucty cenſure of Self-inrereſt and Partiality g that he only removes 
the Old one tn hopes of a better Bargain from a Succellor , that muſt be worſe be- 
cauſe he giyes more for it. Here Juſtice may be ſaid to be throughly Blind, while 
the Seller and Abbetter throw away the vail of Impartiality, and preſs down their 
Eyelids with their own Fingers. Thus, frſt Rate Offences , Miſc ours of the 
upper Form nut be conaiv'd at and palliated, for fear of ſpoiling the Marker. As 
- for Peccadi/i*s, and petty Oppreſlions, thzy.are little or not at all regarded : Yer 
theſe are the /»r/e Vermin that inlenſibly devour the poor and needy, that have moſt 
need of ſuccour, What is th2 Cifference between the Canker that undiſcermbly con- 
ſumes, and the deſtructive ſpeed of Agua fortis? They both deſtroy : But the Can- 
ker far more as being leis attended by the hand of care and preſervation. A miſde- 
mcarour of Zhr:e Hundred Poxnd makes a great noile ; yet proves perhaps but ſmgly 
fatal , wheithe ſame Sum divided into Halk-crown-Rapines ſhall deſtroy as many 
individual weceſatous Families, umpoverifd before and altozether helpleſs, without 
creating any other ſounds but thole of negleited Lamentations, So that the Sale of 
ſuch Offices is poſitively againſt the Terrh Commandment ;, as alſo againſt the Laws 
of the Land ( ashercatter will appear. ) , For what greater injury can a Man do hig 
Neighbour thaito deprive him 01 the greateſt right that is; due tohim ! To debar 
himof that Juſtice which oughc tobe afforded him in his extremity ? And not only 
in this manner to 1nure his Neighbonr, but his poor Neighbour too, the particular 
Client of G:d himſelf ? Fox remedy of which, the Supreme Legiſlator made no Law, 
but frequent admonitions, as if man could not be guilty of to great an Impiety as 
to rob the Spital , which is an accumulated Murther, 7t is injurjous to hin 
that Sells: for kow can he reach forth his hand to receive the free boons of Mercy 
from the Gcd of pitty and compaſſion, white polluted with the price of Rapine , vio« 
lence and ipjury ? 

. The Sale of the Keeper's place of Ludgate, Newgate, with the Connters , &Cc. 
brivzs neto urge this Text a little cloſſer , and if 7 am not unhappy to beleive re- 
Nort, they were at Who gives wmejt? A hainous demand in the Barter ' of thoſe 
ops of Crivlty ! Aﬀtrange piece of abfurd ſeverity ! To ſell the freedome of a 
Ceptive, An Ulurpation certainly beyond Law(to fell that little liberty which theLaw 
has Ita Priſoner) to the diſpotal of a Tarmkey. TheLaw makes him a Captive to his 
Grediter , and the Maj-[trate afterwards ſurrenders him up for Money , a Slave to 
his worſe than 4r-7cr-keeper? Shall the Publick Houſes builtat the City's charge be 
icld tor private Lucre ? So that every Room in a Priſon becomes a Shop of Barbar- 
ib: andArbaairy Power, where the Chief Baſhaw of iniquity exerciſes an/nhumane Ty- 
rauny, ard iqueezes thevery Feces and Caput Mortum of a periſh*d Eſtate as long as 
the leaſt drop wi:l come, by the fame Art as they fetch Oy out of Bricks, firſt hear- 
#7g the poor Priforier in the Fire of his threatniug indignation,and then quenching him 
again in the [,veer ſhow of a little Favour while any moiſture of Gain appears. | 
*  Kerechen lies the force of the Dilemma ;, Either a Priſoner for Debt may be in- 
jared in Priſon, or not, Either the 1njuries repeated, are Injuries or none. 1f the 
Negative be allow'd ; then ail that has been already ſaid has been to no purpoſe, and 
Holy Writ might have been more ſparing of its Exhortations, Jf the Affirmative 
be ailerted, then he that tells a Goalers Place, Ge. ſells the Liberty, the Eſtate, rhe 
Ferton, way, mhe very Zives of the Priſoners under his Juriſdiction , ſeeing that 


through 
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through the cruelty of their Keepers ſo many poot People have been ſtript to their 
naked Skins,”and when all was gone, . have been fuffocated in Holes and > 
to the loſs of many of their Lives, Diſhonour of our Nation, and ſcandal of the: 

But the Civil Law to which our own has nothing repagnant, informs us in the 
very Words of that Lawyer pas ven. Thar a Priſon is a Place of Reſtraint, and 


not of Pons . That a Priſon where there is hunger and thirſt is no Priſon , but 
a place of Torture, That no ſevere or bad uſage is there to be admitted, where the 
Perſon in Debt remains, not as a Slave, hut only % a Pledge, and ſecurity for the 
Creditors fatisfaftion. For which reaſon the Emperour Hoyorins affirmed, that it 
as the principal duty ofa Judge, to be frequently infornrd by the Priſoners them- 
elves, of the State of their Captivity, that no Office of humanity might be wanting: 
to men, lockt up in confinement. And ſo merciful were thoſe Times, that if a 
Priſoner dyed in Priſon, the Law preſun'dir the tault of the Keeper , who' was not 
to deny either Food or Bedding to the Perſon in cuſtody. | 
But purchas'd cruelty is now grown ſo bold, that it a poor Man pay not Extor- 
tiotiary-Fees and rackt Chamber-Rent, he ſhall be thrown into Holes and Common 
fſides,to be devourd by Famine, Lice and Diſeaſes. Which being ſo undeniable, I ap- 
peal to the Tribunal of 7fice it ſelf , by what Law, or by what Authority, not- 
claiming under the bad Title of Illegal Cuſtome, any Sherriff who is the immediate 
Goaler himſelf, and ought to receive the cuſtody of the Priſoner Gratz, can fo un- 
kindly preſume -to Se/l the, Deputation of any Mans Liberty and Life to the con- 
troul f fordid and imperi6us Avarice. 

Iwould fain know,for itis a Secret in Nature not to me yet reveald,by what furmize 
of common ſence aKeeper of aPriſon,can demand a recompence or Fee from a Priſoner 
for detaining him inPriſon? There is an Admiſſion-Fee,he cries. Alas ! how isMan fallen 
frotii the/mage ofGodand hisReaſon,to believe that anyPerſon can deſerve areward;for 
only opening theDoor of miſery andDeftruCtion to annoy hisNeighbour and common 


Friend? For being ſo kind as to admit him into the horrid Grave of Impriſonment ? 


There is a Dimsſſion- Fee too; but This altogether as abſurd,to demand Mony for letting 
him go , that the Law has ſet ſree ; for opening the Door to let him out of Cuſtody 
whom the Receiver ought not to detain.For his Care in the interim,let them pay him 
that ſet him at work. ThePriſoner is no way beholden to him for his Care : For 
*tis that which he deſires to be without. Therefore ſayes the Civil Law in this caſe, 
if there be any thing due to a Keeper, it is due from the Creditor , whoſe duty it is to- 
afford nouriſhment, and other ſupports of Life, to him, whom he keeps in Priſon ; 
and rherefore the Keeper might retule to take the Priſoner into Cuſtody, till he had - 
bargain*d with the Creditor for the Priſoners maintenance, as may be obſerved out 
of the Antient Volumes of the moſt Learned Civilians. But now ſuch is the confi- 
dence of a Purchaſer, that to regain his Sum: expended , he ſells his Tap-Houſe at pro- 


digious Rates ;So that-where poor Men ought to have beſt and cheapeſt, they have 


the worſt in quality; and the ſmalleſt in quantity , which makes the price 'exceſſive. 
He Farms his Shects ro meer Harpies, and his great Key to ſuch a peice of imperious 
cruelty, as is the worſt of Mankind. And it is a ſhame to repeat the daily inſolen- 
cies and indignities, which the Priſoners and their Friends are ford to receive at 
their hands. Bur ſee, / pray / Whether will not lewd Preſidents at laſt lead us / 
It will perhaps be thought impertinent to diſpute a Goalers demands for admitting 
ns into his loathſome Manſions, when even the Common Hangman ,, no doubt encon- 
raged by fuch examples, will ſcarce give a Malefater a caſt of his Office without a 
Bribe, demands very formerly his Fees, forſcoth , of the Perſon to be Executed, 
and higgles with him as nicely as if he were going to do him ſome mighty kind- 
neſs. 

' As to the Civil Government ofa Priſcn, no Argument perſwades me to believe, 
that a Depury Maſter is any way uſetul, otherwiſe than to {ee that the Priſoners be 
ſecur*d, well provided for and lookt atter, as appears by the very Order of Ludgate,

For {© careful is the City to Elect Vien of 
Eſtates proportionable to their Dignity , that there is no nced of aay Siniſter alli- 
ſtance to maintain the (> by excamod No ul got Gains, but Aercy , 7uftice, ard 
upright Frudence , are the ſupports of a City. Is itnot a gocdly fight to ſee, the 
tears of the poor,congcaled by a Froſt of negle*ted Charity ard njuſtice into a Pear! 
glittering in the Ears of ſuch or ſuch a Lacy ? To be hold the Scarlet of the Rc:

This is a perfe& Account of the Goalers Fees in all Caſes, where Per- 
ſons are laid in Priſon upon Civil Matters and Cauſes,' which Fee of 4 4. 
is more then any other Statute or Law allows them to take from their 
Priſoners : But in ſuch Caſes where the King is Party, it's eſtabliſhed , 
« That the Priſoners inall the Kings Priſons ſhould be maintained at the 
« Kings Charge,and out of the Kings Revenues,according to the Old Law 
of the Land , much leſs to have Money extorted from by him the Goaler. 
But look into the Priſons in and about the City of London , what horrible 
Oppreſſions, Extortions and Cruelties, are Exerciſed upon the Free-bSrn 
People of England, yea in moſt Priſons throughout this Kingdom. 


So that by the Laws of the Land it rms , that thoſe who Sell, or - 


take any manner of Reward for any Publick Offic@or Palce, or thoſe who 
do receive any greater Fee than therein is expreſt, have no more Pro , 
Right or Intereſt to do, than the Pyrate has to the peaceable Merchant- 
mans Ship, a Robber to the innocent Traveller's Purſe, or the Wolf to the 
blood of the harmleſs Lamb : And incaſe fuch Laws as theſe are not to be 
Obſerved, who can be aſſured toenyoy their Rights, Liberties, nay , their 
Wives, Children or Eſtates, longer than it pleaſeth the will and pleaſure 
of Cruel, Ravinous and Mercenary Extortioners, &c. who ſtick not to 
turn Butchers to the Peoples Priviledges, and Confpirators againſt their 
Liberties, &c? What Game ſuch Perſons play at you may guels, and 
I would with eaſe expreſs ; but Modeſty engages me at this time to for- 
bear ; ſince the Generality of this City and —_ too, have been ftrick- 
en with an amazement to ſee the many Breaches herein, againſt the very 
Face of Law, wreſted to Uſher in Oppreſſhon. Judgment is turned back, 
Juſtice in this Particular ſtands a far off, and our Antient, Juſt, and 
Fundamental Laws of Mercy, are turned into a ſhadow, and they who 
endeavour to reclaim ſuch Evils draw on themſelves the Frowns and Diſ- 
pleaſure of Such and Such.

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OBERT CAAMPTION, being by Trade a Taow-Chandler, and aged above Sixty Years ; and having a Wife aged above Sixty Years, and two 
Children ; had, by his pains and care in his Calling, by Gods bleſſing, in his younger years, gained an Eſtate of One Thouſand Pounds, before the 
Troubles began, towards the maintenance of himſelf, his Wife and Children, and for their proviſion in the World: which he lent unto the City of Lon- 
don (in their neceſſity ) to be repayed with Intereſt at ſix Months end; and had a Bond Scaled with the City Seal, for repayment thereof accordingly. 


The Bond bears date the firft of Angſt, 1643. to be paid upon the third of February, next enſuing the date. Ar which time the ſaid Robert Campion re- 
paired to the Chamberlains Office, a. 8-6 the ſame was by the Bond to be paid, for the Intereſt of his Money, towards the livelyhood of himſelf and Fa- 

mily ; the Chamberlain refuſed to pay him, and adviſed him to go to the Court of Aldermen for his Money, which he did, Sir 704» Woollaſton being then Lord 

Mayor ; who taking notice of the ſaid Robcre Campion's good atteftion and forwardnels to lend his Money, defired a little patience for a Fortnight or three 

weeks, that the Court might examine what was become of the money lent: and after that defired as much time longer : and then Alderman Andrews di- 
refted him to bring a Petition to the Court of Aldermen, and Common-Countel for his faid Money ; And he attended their Honours four years; during 

which time, Sir John Weollafton, Alderman Arkins, Alderman Adams, and Alderman Gayr were Mayors. 
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The ſaid. Robert Campion attending ſtill an anſwer of his Petition ; when Alderman Warner was Lord Mayor, he directed him to put the ſaid Bond in Suir, 
which he did in Afichaelmas Term, 1648. But the City refuſed to appear ; and thereupon Iſſues were awarded againſt them ; But the ſaid Robert Campion being 
aged andnortable to undergoe ſo tedious a Solicitaticn and proceeding at Law, petitioned the Court of Aldermen and Common-Counſel again, hoping that they 
would take his diftrefſed condition into confideration, after ſo many years: and fo continued Peritioning every Lord Mayor, defiring that he might have his 
Debt paid, according to Juſtice. Whereupon the Common-Counſel ordered a Committee the 19 of Oftober, 1652. to conſider what might be the beſt and moſt 
effeftual way and means for the payment of his Money. And upon their Report the 19 of Apri/ 1653. it was ordered at a Common-Councel, that the Com- 
mittee for letting the City-Lands, ſhould be authorized to demiſe unto Koberr Camp:on any of the City Lands demifable, as he ſhould find out ; reſerving the old 
Rent. Provided, the Fine donot exceed 6001. Which Fine is ordered ſhall be forborn, during the pleaſure of this Court. The faid Robert Campion having lent 
all his Money unto the City already, and not knowing how to raiſe 600/. if the pleaſure of that Court had been to require it, ſtill Petitioned for his own money, 
or deſired that he might have the 600 /. paid in part of his Debt: which not being granted him, and he ſtill being preſſed by his wants toſolicite for his Money, it 
was alleadged by ſom# of the Common- Councel, that the Money was lent by him, was upon anorder of Parliament; and thereupon they referred it to a Com- 
mittee to conſider, and report upon what Order of Parliament it was lent: And the Committee by their Report upon the 16 of March 1653, report, that upon 
Examination they could not find any Order of Parliament for borrowing or iſſuing out of the ſaid Money, but that rhe ſaid Money was lent upon the Act of Com- 
mon-councel, made the 18 of ly 1643, and upon the Security there mentioned only. Aboye a year after, the ſaid Robert Campion continuing to Petition, and 
crave that Juſtice might be done for him, the Common-counſel ordered the 28h. of Oftober, 1654. That the Chamberlain of the City ſhould pay unto the ſaid ; | i 
Robert Campion 6001. out of the firſt Moneys to be raiſed by Fines of Leaſes of the City Lands. Provided, that he deliver a Bond, given under the City Seal, = 
for payment of one thouſand Pounds, a Debt due to him by the State, upon payment to himof the ſaid 600 /. and the Mayor, Commonalty, and Ciry of Lon- " 
don, becoming bound to him by Bond of convenient Penalty to pay the ſaid Robert ſo much Money of the ſaid Debt, as the City ſhall receive of the Parliament 1.

guilty, they mult be left to the Juſtice of the Law, and His Majeflics mercy, if innocent will re- 
ceive an honourable acquittal, feerns tome fo juſt in the King to ask, and fo neceſſary tor us to 
yield to, that the denying it implies a doubt in,us of the Innocence of thoſe whom we will not 
{ubmit to Juſtice. Here is a way to find out the Kings Evil Counſcllors ! It theſe men do their 
part like men of good Conſciences, ſubmit tothe Tryal of the Law, which is the only Judg of 
Guilt and Innocence, and are found clear from that heavy charge His Majeſty accuſes rhem of, 
how gloriouſly will theſe men live hereafter, and the King cannot refuſe to deliver thoſe up who 
have wickedly conſpired the defiruQtion of honeft men, but it we ſhalonly cry out that the King is 
mitinformied, and dare not truſt our ſelves upon a Tryal, we may preſerve our ſafety, but we ſhall 
lofe our reputation : Thus much for Jultice,for the Gentlemens ſakes now : This way you ſee,a way 
to honour and ſafety too,if there be innocence 3 but do you think after a months longer enduring 
the miſcries which are now upon us, men will not more importunately and impaticntly enquire 
after the cauſes of their ſufferings, it they ſhall find that the denyal to give up four men (who it 
may be arenot of any known mexit too) to be Tryed by the Law,being accuſed of High Treafon, 
and conſpiring to take away the Kings lite, incenſcd our Gracious King againſt us, and kept 
him from being amongſt us, whereby our Trade decays, and fuch violences and outrages arc every 
day ET zI ſay, can any four men bear the burthen of this envy and malice ? Will not ſome 
ftout bold perſons, incenſed and made deſperate by their, and the common ſufferings, tear theſe 
wen in pieces? We have been all young men and Apprentices, let us regnember the {piric was 
then amongſt us 3 would we have ſuffered all our hopes to have been blaſted, and deſtroyed by any 
four, or fourteen men? Let js not flatter our ſelves, there isthe fame courage till in the City, 
which at ſome time will break out to the ruinc of more than theſe men ; buc I thank that Worthy 
that told us, that it is againſt the Rules of Juſtice, that any men ſhould be impriſoned upon a 
general Charge, when no particulars are proved againſt themz How inſenſibly in other mens 
cafes do we accule our ſelves ; why, how many of us within thele fix months have been com- 
mitted upon a general Charge? How many perſons of Honor and Reputation are now impri- 
{oned in this Town, when particularsare fo far from being proved againſt them, that they are 
not ſo much as ſuggeſted, Was ever any Charge fo general as to bea Malignant or Cavalier? yet 
you hear all ſuch impriſonments are againft the Rules of Juſtice 3 my opinion is, that for Juſtice 
fake, for the Cities ſake, for their own fakes, theſe four men ſhould quietly ſubmit themſelves to 
the Tryal of the Law; if thcy refuſe, that they be delivercd up to the hands of Juſtice, 


Mr. Pym told us, there was no proof that my Lord Mayor, and the other perſons named; were 


countenancers of Browniſts, Anabaptiſis, and other Setaries. Where ſhould this proof be made ? 
Do we not all know this to be true ; are they not allſo much countenanced, as there is no coun- 
tenance left for any body elſe ? Did not my Lord Mayor filt cnter upon his Office with a Speech 
againſt the Bovk of Common- Prayer? hath the Common: Prayer ever been read before him ? hath 
not Captain Venz ſaid that his Wife could make /Prayers worth three of any in that Book ? Oh 
(Maſters) there have been times that he that ſhould ſpeak againſt the Book of Common- Prayer 
in this City, ſhould not have becn put to the patience of a legal Tryal. We were wont to look 
upon it as the greateſt Treaſure and Jewel of our Religion, and he that ſhould have rold us he 
wiſhed well to our Religion, and yet would take away the Book of Common- Prayer, would never 
have gotten credit. Ihavebeen inall the parts of Chriſtendom, and have coriverſed with Chri- 
ſtians in Turky. Why, in all the Reformed Churches there is not any thing of more reverence than 
the, Engliſh Liturgy, not our Royal Exchange, or the name of 'Q. Elizabeth, fo famous. In Gene- 
v4 it ſelf I have heard it cxtolled to the Skies. I have been three months together by Sea, not 
a day without hearing it read twice. The honeſt Marriners then deſpifed all the world but rhe 
King and the Comman-Prayer Book.z he that ſhould have been ſuſpeRed to wiſh il} toeither of 
them, would have made an ill Voyage. And let me tell you, they are ſhrewd youths choſe Sea- 
men, if they once diſcern that the perſon of the King is in danger, or the true Protettant 
profefſed Religion , they will ſhew themſelves mad bodies before you are aware of it; f 
would not be a Brownilt or an Anabaptiſt in their way for —— But weare told of an Army of 


Papiſts who will root ont our Religion 3 for my part, Tam ſure I am not ſulpeRed for any affeQi- 


on to Papiſts, yet I confeſs at this time, I havewor the leaſt fear of danger from them, and the 
truth is, the Bugbear is grown leſs terxible to every body. We knowfſrom the beginning of. this 
Parjiament, the diſcovery of Plots by the Papiſts, and what thoſe "diſcoveries have coft us, 
and yet to this day not the leaſt probable Charge objcQed againft them; When the = 
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was at Tork, no diſcourſe here, but of the Papilis being there in multitudes, when it is well 
known, His Maj-lty took all poſſible care to prevent the reſort of any Papiſt to the Courts, and b. 
have been aſſured by very honeſt men, that in a month. there was ſcaxce the Face of one Papi(t 
there., When he hiſt raiſed his Army, did-he not by Proclamation forbid any to come to him ?, 
———But hark you Gentlemen, where would you have theſe Papilts be ? can they live in the Air, 
or in the Water? Beyond Seca you will not (ſuffer them to pals 3, it they ſtay at their Houſes they 
arc Plundered, 'tis good Juſtification for Plundering, that they are Papifts, Are they not the 
Kings Subjects, and ſhould they not fly to Him for 'proteRion ? Is there any Law that ſays the 
Papilts mult not zffitt the King with Men,Arms or Mony, when he is in diſtreſs, and when he con- 
ccives Himſclt to be in danger of His life ? Let us look about us,if this world hold,nct only allthe 
Papults, but.all the Gentlemen of England will find it neceſſary to carry all they thave to the 
King, and venture it in that bottoin. |

I Muſt confeſs 1 have always had this apprebenſson , that ne- 
bing could contribute more to the ſafety of His Majeſties Per- 
ſen, and the Welfare of his people, than a right underſtanding be- 
tween the King and His People, and more immediately between the 
King and this his great City. 'If there have been any ſuch miſre- 
 Preſentaticns as you ſeem to intimate in your Petition, T call God to 
Witneſs I ans free from it, and I do' not eaſily believe any body elſe 
would be guilty of ſuch « thing ; however, as to that matter, Gen- 
-#lemen, I ſhall readily comply with your requeſt, and inform the 
' King truly of the fa. For the other matter, 1 am obliged to 
ſay ſo much to you, that I had the honowr not long ſince to wait 
»pon His Majeſty, when ' he' was pleaſed to declare to me and aſſure

I ſhall raiſe my Diſcourſe from T'wo Heads, and they 
are very Vulgar, and they are very ſhort, each of them 
conſiſting but of cwo Words in Latin, Foris Arma, Conſfilium 
Domi: Wars abroad, but Counſel at home ; The firſt tells 
us of our Danger, che latter reacherh us our Duty.

Foris Arma : It pleaſeth Almighty God, that after ſome 
Years gone over our heads ſince the laſt Revolution, and 
after ſo much Blood ſpilt, and ſo much Treaſure ſpent, 
we yet continue in a State of War, and that with a Prince 
who is very powerful, is highly enraged againſt us, and is 
very proſperous. His pawer at Land appears in this, that 
he has raiſed three great Armies, and maintained them , 
and with his ſingle Force is able to Cope with almoſt all 
the United Forces of Europe, His Power at Sea appears in 
this, that he can encounter with the United Strength of three 
great Nations, the Engliſh, the Dutch, and the Spaniards ; 
each of which (ſingle ) not long ago had been too hard to1 
him. 

I ſhall tell youin a few words, what the Deſign of chi; 
Great Enemy of oursis; notthatI mean to tell you News, 
for I ſuppoſe there are none here preſent but know it; 
but Iam afraid, we are not ſo ſenſible of it as we ſhould 
be, we do not ſo well conſider it as we ought. But, how- 
ever, I muſt mention it, becauſe it induceth much of what 
I have to ſay. 

The Deſign of this Great Prince, the King of France, is 
this : Firſt, To make himſelf Univerſal Monarch of the 
Weſt ; and it that were all, it were not ſo bad: For it doth 
not ſo much concern the world who governs, as how they 
govern. Burt in the next place, it is to eſtabliſh an Ab- 
ſolute Arbitrary Power every where : He would rule us 
with a Rod of Iron: His Will and Pleaſure muſt be the 
only Law. And in order to this, he doth endeavour to 
make all other Princes and Monarchs ſeek to be Abſolute 
and Arbitrary too, in their Dominions, that he alone may 
have the Power of ruling them, and that they may have 
their Dependence alone upon him: And therein he would 
have the Prerogative that belongs to Almighty God, co be 
King of kings, and Lord of lords: He would be the 
great Proprietary Owner and Diſpoſer of all Eſtates and 
Poſlefſions at his Will and Pleaſure; to lay what Taxes 
and Burthens upon them he pleaſeth ; they ſhall Toil and 
Moil, they ſhall Plow and Sow, and he ſhall reap and 
divide all among his Baſhaws and Janizaries, and Men of 
War. He would deſtroy the Proteſtants, and root our

their Religion, and ſuffer no Religion to be profeſſed any 
where, but the Popiſh; and that not our of Zeal or Love 
ro Religion, but he would make it a State-Engine, that pre- 
rended Religion being moſt ſuitable ro ſerve his Ambitious 
Deſigns. 

Theſe are his Deſigns, and I ſhall prove it to you 
by ſome moſt manifeſt undeniable Inſtances. And I 
have them already collefted ro my hand by an Excel- 
leot Author, and his. Name is Dr. King ( late Dean of 
St. Patricks in Ireland, but who fince that, was made Bi- 
ſhop of London-Derry ) in a Thankſgiving-Sermon of his 
preached at St. Patrick's Church in Dublin, upon the re- 
ducing of that Kingdom, before the Lords Tuſtices of 
Ireland. It is in print, and any one may have recourſe 
to It, 

In the firſt place, He does ſtate this to be the Deſign 
of the French King, as I have ſtated it ; and then pros 
ceeds to the proot of it. And the firſt thing is a Paper 
iound in the Clolert of the late Lord Thrcomell, then 
Colonel Talbot, where the Deſign is laid open, it is da- 
red in July 1671. ( now two and twenty years ago) There 
is the firſt Scheme of the Deſign laid between the French 
King and our late King, King Charles the Second; and it 
is a Scheme of ſuch a Deſign as I have told you of ; and 
then ic propoleth the means for effecting of it. 

Firſt, To procure Popery to be eſtabliſhed in England by 
a Toleration; next, To ſuppreſs the Inſolency ( as thar Pa- 
per calls it) of the Dutch: And the laſt is, To have 2 
{trict Alliance berween the French King and the King of 
England. And by this means (as that Paper 6d 47 Bip 
would the King of Great Britain be Ablolute Monarch over 
his own Subjects. 

Another Proof he produceth, js a Memorial delivered 
in to the States of Holland in the Year 1688. and that was 
by Monſieur D'Avaux, the French Ambaſſador, then at che 
Hague, In this Memorial all this Deſign is ſtated bold- 
faced. There he tells the States, There was a Treaty 
berween our then King, formerly the Duke of York, and 
his Maſter the French King, in the year 1671. and that 
was to this purpoſe ; To bring about ſuch a Deng 2 l

have ipoken of: by which means ( as that Paper hath ir } 
the French King wou!d be Univerſal Monarch, and the King 
of Englan{ Ablolute over his own Subjects; and by this 
means there would be 2 Re-eſtabliſhmear of Popery in 
thele Taree Kingdoms. Thar is his Second Proof. The 

Third is a Letter wri:ten by Moloory , the Popiſh Bi- 
thop of Aillaloo in Ir:/ind, and directed to another, "hr 
in te ſtates this to be the Deſign of the French King, char [| 
have mentioned, and the means the ſame to effeRt it. In 
which Paper, faith my Reverend Author, there is great 
Anger expreſſed, that ſome Trimmers about the late King

So that here are clear Proofs, that this was 5 the Project

long ſtanding. They are Proots in Writing, and under 
the Hands of thoſe who were eminently inſtrumental in the 
carrying on of the Deſign. Bur had | time, and were i: 
lo pertinent eſpecially here) I could make that Delign 
berween Fr2{and and France elder than 1671. And parci- 
cularly, I need but mention the buſineſs of Rockel. You 
may ſee how that Archievement of that King ( this French 
King's Father ) by the management of his Policick Miniſter 
Cardinal Ricklizs, is celebrared with wonderful Encomis 
ums by him that was then Secretary of Stare, They date 
their Freedom ( as they call it) and their Power over the 
Prorettants, from that Acquiiition, and acknowledge tha: 
ie came by the help of England; which isa great ſhame co be 
ſaid. The poor Proteſtants in Fre, particularly in that 
Ci:y, prayed Aid from hence, and they had lome Ships, 
ſix Merchanr Ships ſent them ; they expected their Deliy e- 
rance by this means ; bur when they came, inſtead of help- 
ing them, their Men and Proviſions were delivered over 
into the Power of the French King ; which when they law, 
they preſently chrew open the Gates, and ſubrnirred to 
mercy. And ever fince thar, the French Kings have been 
Abſolute over their own Subjects.

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Coronation by Archbiſhop Land ( that the King ſhould cone 
ſent to ſuch Laws as the People ſhould chule ) and inſtead 
of that another very unuſual one inſerted, Saving the King's 
Pega Bs | do not deny but the King of England 
has a large Prerogative, as much as a good King can de- 
fire : He has a Prerogative to do good; He is only reftrain- 
ed from doing hurt : For our Law ſays, The King can ds no 
wronz. He has we lay a Prerogative that is part, and an emi- 
nent part of the Law ; but ir is not above the Law. 

And I could tell you of ſomething more of that kind 
done lince in the time of the late King James, ar the time of 
his Coronation, there was much more ſtruck our of the Co» 
ronation-Oath, which might be well worth che enquiring 
how it came about. Bur I let that paſs; I have made out 
to you what our great Enemy's Defiga is; I will now cell 
you by what means he has endeavoured to effect it. 

He doth firſt confederate with the Great Turk, that pro- 
feſled Enemy of the Chriſtian Religion ; he has brought 
him into Europe to deſtroy Chriſtianity : And as this Ene- 
my of ours, the French King, would deſtroy Proteſtants, 
ſo would that Confederate of his deſtroy and rootour all 
Chriſtianity ; and yet muſt this Great Princethe French King 
( forſooth) be called che Moſt Chriſtian King. 

He doth break through all the Bonds of Religion, Mo» 
raliry, and common Juſtice ; he hath openly and publickly 
profeſſed he would nor be a Slave ro his Word and Oath, 
He values not all the Edits, under which the poor Prote« 
ſtanrs of France had their Protetion. He did take a So- 
lemn Oath, and he took it upon the Sacrament, that he 
would renounce all Pretenhtons of Title to the Spaniſh Ne- 
therlands; and yet you ſee he is gaining the Poſleſſion of ic 
through a Sea of Blood. He doth ( as we have great rea- 
ſon to ſuſpect )- by his Agears and Minifters, corrupe with 
Bribes and Penſions ( or at leaſt endeayours to do ic ) thoſe 
that are Agents, and employed under his Oppolers, to get 
Towns and Fortreſles into his hands, thoſe Unmanly, Un- 
generous, Unprincely Means. And we have reaſon to ſul- 
et him to have had an hand in Deſigns of aſfaflinating 


' thoſe that are his Enemies, and to have joined with Dealers 


in Poiſonings. This, I ſay, we may very juſtly ſulpec, 
C chough 
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though we cannot offer undeniable Proofs of it. But after 
all, 1 ſhould inſtance in that baſe corrupt way of ſending 
Midianitiſh Women, according ro the Counſel of Balaam, to 
lull Princes aſleep ; and dive into their Counſels, and betray 
them to Death. | 

But beſides, There is one piece of Policy of his, where- 
in he outdoeth all other Princes whatſoever; and thar js the 
great thing of maintaining and managing Intelligence. He 
can tell when your Merchant-Ships ſer our, and by what 
time they ſhall return. Nay, perhaps, he does take upon 
him to know by the help of ſome Confederacy with him 
that is Prince of the Power of the Air, that the Wind ſhall 
not ſerve in ſuch or ſuch-a Corner, till ſuch a time. He 
knoweth when our Royal Navy is to be divided, and when 
it is united. 

And ſhall I gueſs how he comes to have ſuch Intelli- 
gence ? that were well worth the hearing ; I would bur 
oueſs at it ; andI would in my Gueſles forbear ſaying any 
thing that is diſhonourable to a among our ſelves. We 
all know the Scripture tells us, That the good Angels are 
Miniſters of God for good to the Ele&t. Iristhe confort 
of all good men that they are ſo, It is ſaid, He will give his 
angels charge over thee to preſerve thee mm thy way ; and, I hope, 
we are every one of us in our way. But we havereaſon to 
believe, that the wicked Angels are very inſtrumencal 'n car- 
rying on ſuch Defigns as this Great Man hath undercaken. 

Itis a vulgar Error that hath obtained among ſome of us, 
That theſe Wicked Spirits are now confined $5 2 Chains of 
Darkneſs in the place of Torment. I remember that Expreſ- 
ſion of ſome of them to our Saviour, Art thou come to torment 
us before the time? It was not then the time of their being 
tormented. It is rather to be believed, that they are wan- 
dring about in the Air, and there fleeting to and fro, dri- 
ving on ſuch Wicked Purpoſes as this our Enemy is enga- . 

ed in. 
, We know Grave and Serious Hiſtorians give us Inſtances 
of Correſpondences held by both Good and Bad Spirit: 
here; the Wicked by God's Permiſſion, the Good by his 
Command, and particular good Providence,

ſians. And this I ſuppoſe was by the Miniſtry of a good 
Angel. | 

We have Inſtances of another nature, of what has been 
done by Evil Angels. In the inſtance of otr Saviour's Paſ- 
ſion, if we may believe credible Hiſtogians, it was known 
at a vaſt diſtance from Jeruſalem, at Sea among ſome who 
werethen in a Voyage. They heard a Voice in the Air, 
crying out of the Death of the great God Pan. After which 
followed great Howlings and Screechings ; whence we may 
ſuppoſe by the Expreflion, that this was by ſome wicked 
Spirits that were hovering then in the Air, and did commu- 
nicate this piece of Intelligence. 

[ ſhall ſay no more on this Subje&t ; bat before go off 
from this Head of Foris Arma, I would obſerve one word 
that may afford Your Lordſhip and us ſome Comfort, or at 
leaſt ſome Mitigation of what may elſe be afflitive npon 
this account. We have Arma in the Caſe, but they are Foris ; 
the War is Foreign, We have cauſe to bleſs God it is not 

et in our own Countrey. We are not ſheathing one ano- 
thers Swords in the Bowels of one another, as ſome of us 
know it heretofore hath been. Ir is abroad, we know 
not how ſoon it may come home to our own Doors. Burt 
it pleaſeth God of his great Mercy, thatour Nation where- 
in his Providence hath placed us, is an I{land which lies 
not {o opento the Incurſions and Invaſions of a Ravenous 
Encmy, as the Continent doth. What a deſperate Condi- 
tion had ours been, if it had not been for this our Scituation 
long c'ce this. Conſ1ler whar a ſad Condition thoſe poor 
Creates are in, wholive in the Seat of War ; themſelves, 
their Wives and Children, all Slaves to the Conqueror's 
*-vyord, daily under Oppreſſions, Rapines, and Cruelries 
0:1: day under one Power, another day under the oppoſite 
Power. This is Their Condition ; bleſſed be God it 1s not 
'Et OUTS, 

[ ſhall ſay no more upon this Head , but reſort to the 
other Head tharl mentioned ar firſt, Conſilinm Domi. And 

if 
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it is a Mercy from God, that we have an Opportunity yet 
left us for Counſel, a.Winter before us to conſult in ; and 
wherein, tho we do not doubt but our great Enemy will 
be very aQtive, yet hecannot make luch a vigorous Progreſs 
in his Deſigns, as he may at another time of the Year. We 
have yet time to conſider, and confer together. 

And it is the Happineſs and Bleſſing of Almighty God, 
that we have the ſo near Proſpe& of the Great Aſſembly of 
Parliament, that will be Confilium Domi indeed. If there be 
any Miſcarriages, any ill Intelligencers, any inbred Traytors 
and Enemies within our ſelves, they will we hope take care 
about them, The Houle of Commons, we know, is the 
Grand Inqueſt of the Nation. Itis one of their greac Offices 
and Duties to make Enquiry after, and Proſecute ſuch Of- 
fences ; and we doubt not they will do it. 

It is not lightly and groundleſsly to be ſuſpeted, that 
thoſe wholye in the Boſoms of Princes ſhould betray chem. 
But yetl will tell you, that no Prince hath reaſon to be ſe- 
cure in that point. I cannot read that Paſſage of the Royal 
Pſalmiſt, without a great deal of Compaſſion of the Con- 
dition of Princes in this reſpe&t. David was an Holy Man, 
beloved of God, of great Courage, Parts, and Piety, yet 
conſider what he makes his own Caſe to be. My Familiar 
Friend, he that eat of my bread, hath dealt treacherouſly 
with me. But he deſcribes him further than that ; Wetook 
ſweet Counſel together : So that it ſhould ſeem he was a 
Privy Counſellor, as well as a Familiar Friend. Nay, yet 
further, We went to the Houſe of God together : So that 
he was of David'sReligion ; he was one that joyned in the 
ſame Worſhip with him; he was no Diſſenter. Nay, he 
was one that profeſſed great Love to the Houſe of God ; 
poſſibly he might be a great Champion for the Church, and 
the Head of the Party. Yet ſuch an one David delcribes 
him to be, who had betray'd him. 

We have beſides this, ( which brings the matter home to 
what we have now before us ) great need to take care to 
chuſe Excellent Perſons into Offices of Magiſtracy , eſpeci- 
ally for this great City, upon whoſe good depend many 
things thart I ſhall tell you of by and by, and on which de- 
pends ſo much the good of the Nation. ; 

And; 
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And, my Lord, here we have cauſe to rejoyce that 
that Great and Wiſe Body have made ſuch a Choice 
for their prime Magiſtrate as your Lordſhip, one eve- 
ry way ſo fitted and qualified for that great Office. My 
Lord, f will rell you what comfort I hope for from 
it, and | make no doubt, many others that are here 
do the fame ; That hereby we have a Token for 
good in the Inclinations of the Citizens, we feel their 
Pulſe, we know what their Temper is, and we re- 
zjoyce in it; it is ſpoken in their Choice of you. They 
appear to be Lovers of their Country, lovers of their 
Religion, Iovers of the true Engliſh [ntereſt, and well 
inclined to fer the World at liberty, as to their Civil 
and Religious Rights. 

My Lord; I have a further Comfort in this matter ; 
the Election of Officers is a deliberate AQ, it is the 
Fruit of Counle], (which is the Head we are now 
diſcourſing of ) and the Reſult of Wiſdom. But , 
my Lord, we may look higher, even in this Action 
of the Citizens, there is, as in all great Human ACti- 
ons the Primus Motor, to be conſidered , the Mighty 
God that governs in the Hearts of the People, He bach 
put+it into their Hearts to fix upon you. What do 
we gather hence ? Vox Populi eft vox Dei; Almighty 
Cod hath choſen you. 

It is 2 mighty Curſe as we read in the Book of 
Cod, to have a wicked Ruler ſet over a People : On 
the other hand, it is a great comfort and happineſs to 
ſee a good Man choſen to bear Rule among us. Al- 
mighty God hath given us in this an Earneſt and a 
Pledge that he will not yet leave and forſake us, and 
I raiſe to my ſelf a good ground of great Comfort 
from it. 

My Lord, in the third Century, after the time of 
our Saviour, there was one Antenor the eighteenth or 
nineteenth Biſhop of Rome died, and the See became 
vacant, and the Chriſtians in a great Body met toge- 
ther to chuſe a Succeſſor, and being in the Field toge- 
ther, a great many Names were toſſed to and fro 
of Perſons that might be fit to be choſen, Bur there 

D Was 
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was in the Crowd one that was known to a very few 
of that Multitude,he was among the [znota Capite, one 
Fabianus, who was a plain Country Parſon, very ob- 
ſcure, but a pious meek Man, who little thought of, or 
ſought the Biſhoprick. As they were toſſing about ſe- 
veral Names, at laſt, in the open view of che Aſſembly, 
there was a Dove lighted upon the Head of Fabianus, 
which when the People ſaw, they preſently with one 
Voice choſe him to be Biſhop. You have the Relation 
in Eyſebizs, an Eccleſiaſtical Writer of great Note and 
Credit. 

A Dove lighted on his Head ! an excellent Emblem 
for a Biſhop, who ought to be of a meck and Dove- 
like temper and diſpoſiton : Amart non timeri debent E- 
piſcopi. It was the bleſſed Spirit of God in that fimili- 
tude which lighted upon the Head of our Saviour , to 
give Teſtimony to him as the Son of God at his Bzp- 
tiſm. And it was a Dove that brought the Olive- 
branch into the Ark, It 1s an excellent Emblem of a 
Magiſtrate, who ought to be like a Dove without Gall. 

My Lord, indeed there was no Dove lighted upon 
your Head at your Election, nor was there need of a- 
any; for Miracles were never done in vain : it had 
been a Miracle if you had not been choſen. Your 
every way being ſo fit and qualified for this Truſt and 
Com mand, did beſpeak your Election. 

Tt is a diſpute among the Learned, whether Go- 
vernment be of Natural Right or Human Inſtitution. 
I remember the Learned Hooker in his Eccleſtaſtical Po- 
lity, ſays ſome Perſons have a natural Right ro be Go- 
vernours ; that is, Men of great Vertue, Parts, and a- 
Qive Spirits, that are Mercurial: Others again are fit- 
ted for SubjeQion, being of duller Tempers , and 
more ſluggiſh heavy Spirits ; ſome are fit for Hands, 
others for Heads. 

There was a Noble Roman, who was called Meco- 
nas, of whom Tacitus tells us, He was never Conſul 
in Roxre, nor Senator, but yet had as great Authori- 
ty both with Senate and People, as any of thoſe who 
had triumphed, becauſe of his excellent Parts and 

great 
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great Vertue. It might have been ſaid of him, He 
loved our Nation, and hath built us a Synagogue ; that 
1s, he delighted ro do them good ; and they would 
all liſten ro him upon all occaſions, tho' he never had 
any of the Badges of Authority conferred upon 
him. | 
Ir is taken care of by our Law, That that Coin 
which is current among us muſt not be of the baſer 
Metrals, but of one of the two finer Species, Silver or 
Gold ; it muſt have intrinfick Value, as well as the 
Royal Impreſs. This EleCtion of your Lordſhip, and 
our Swearing you and all this Ceremony, gives but the 
Scamp and Impreſſion, it was your own intrinfick Va- 
lue before that intitled you to the Office. 

My Lord, I ſhall ſay no more upon this SubjeR, but 
ſhall make all the haſt I can to conclude with that 
which is my Duty, to give ſome Advice to your Lord- 
ſhip. Not but that you know your Duty as well as 
I can teach it ; bur I muſt not negle& any part of my 
own. 

My Lord, T muſt adviſe your Lordſhip to take care, 
Firſt, of Religion, and of the Service and Worthip 
of God in the City, to keep it up in Power and in 
Purity. If we would have God to be our God and 
our Friend in a time of Diſtreſs, we muſt carry it to- 
wards him Dutifully and Religiouſfly, and then we ſhall 
have him always our Friend, our Father and ProteQor. 
Therefore, my Lord, be ſevere upon all open Profane 
Perſons, Swearers, and others, and thole who are not 
afraid to vent their Atheiſtical looſe Opinions in Reli- 
gion. There are a great many profels'd Atheiſts amongſt 
us; and there are, I fear, a greater number that paſs 
under a new Name of Deiſts, that are of as pernici- 
ous Principles, and indeed, I fear, more dangerous 
who throw off all revealed Religion whatſoever. Pray 
have a care of theſe, and ſuch as lead diſlolute and de- 
bauched Lives 3 for if they be tolerated, they will 
prove great Snares and Miſchiefs to us all ; and there- 
tore I hope your Lord(hip will look carefully after them. 

[n the next place, pray, my Lord, take care of che 

Peace, 
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Peace and Quiet of the City, upvn which the Peace 
of the Nation ſo much depend: We have thoſe a- 
mong us, and a great many, who, what with falfe 
Rumours and Reports, and other Artifices and cunning 
Contrivances would diſturb the Peace of the Nation, 
and put Frights and Fears into the Multitude. ir would 
be a deſperate Remedy, that of Infſurrections and Tu- 
mults. Your Lordſhip will do well to have an Eye 
upon them, and prevent the beginnings. They are well 
joyned together in Holy Writ; it is Almighty Gad 
alone that can ſtill the Raging of the Sea, and the Tu- 
mults of the People. Whatloever may be the Preten- 
ces upon which they are firſt got rogether, we know 
not what they may turn about to when once they have 
a Head. 

My Lord, You will likewiſe do well to take care, 
that the Proceedings of your Courts of Juſtice be clear 
and ſpeedy, and not too chargeable ro the Suitor. And 
here I cannot but renew the mention of a thing that I 
have often ſpoken of. I wiſh there were a good Law 
againſt ſelling of Offices in the City, and every where 
elſe ; it doth corrupt the Fountain of Juſtice. I ſpeak 
not ſo much of your other Offices, bur of thole in your 
Courts of Juſtice ; it may prove the Ruine of the Ci- 
ty, and the Deſtruction of the Government. 

Pray, my Lord, take care of Charity ; look af- 
ter the Poor, eſpecially in this hard Winter, and now 
there is ſuch a Scarcity of Corn, and the Dearneſs of 
Coals : Your Lordſhip in great Prudence and Wil- 
dom, and of your great Charity, will, I hope, think of 
it in time, and provide Stores for the poor People, 
that they may not be in extream Want as to Food or 
Fewel. 

T beg of your Lordſhip to be vigilant over thoſe 
who meet together, and cabal, and ſtudy how to di- 
ſturb our Peace. My Lord, they do now appear open- 
faced, and affe@t to be known as Enemies to the ' Go- 
vernment. They will not joyn with us in obſervin 
our Faſts, but take occaſion on thole days to feaſt and 
be jolly with one another ; they purpolcly pride 


them- 
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themſelves in paying double Taxes, becauſe thereby 
they are known to be againſt our preſent Settlement. 
Theſe muſt have a ſtrift Eye kept upon them. 

T had much more to fay upon that Point, byt I:;have 
been roo long already. I come now to the laſt part of 
this Work, that lies upon me, that is, to offer your 
Lordſhip ſome Confiderations, that may encoutage'you _ 
in the chearful Diſcharge of your Office. ;.. _ - © -.., 

Among other things, you, have the good Examples VB 
of your two laſt Predeceſſors, who indeed are fo, ho- 
nourable and worthy Perſons, that they may. be; coinn- 
ed among the Worthies of Dawid; and in particular, FF. 
your immediate Predecefſor that ſtands by you, who 
hath during his time, well preſerved the Peace of the 
City, and delivered it fairly into your Lordſhips hands. 

Tho' we cannot fay, he hath brought the Ship into 
Harbour, yet he hath fairly performed his part of che 
Voyage, notwithſtanding the Roughneſs and Tempe- 
ſtuouſneſs of the Seaſon. | | | 

My Lord, You have the Example of the King him- | % 
ſelf ro encourage you, who hath, with great Courage 
and Love to our Nation, expoſed his Perſon to the ut- 
moſt Perils and Hazards forus. And it is not only his 
Vertue that may be an Encouragement, but it isevident 
now toall the World, that there hath a bleſſed Provi- . 
dence attended him in the greateſt Dangers, to preſerve -' {55 0M 
and prote& him. In the buſineſs of Fights, there is Ca 2) 
not a Bullet that flieth, but it is under the Govern- | 
ment and DireQion of Providence. And it is to a Mi- 
racle apparent, that the Hand of Providence is conti 
nually over the Head of our King.

When Julius Ceſar was in great Diſtreſs, . Pompey 
his Enemy having poſſeſſed himſelf of all the Power, 
and ſhut him up under great Difficulties, he puts'him- 
ſelf into a Diſpuiſe, with a purpoſe co make his Eſcape;

and they did not exceed, nor bave ever been known to be above 
315; and upon Polls for Common-Council- Men, which have

iacorporatcd, the Election of their Sheriff was by 


the Repreſentatives of the Citizens, which were the 
molt ſubNantizl Part of the Citizens, and diſtin- 
euiſh'd by their Liveries, to which they were called 
by their ſeveral Companies 3 which Companies were 
Corporations, 2nd made By-Laws ſeverally in their 
ſ-veral Ha!ls, and together at their Common-Hall, 
20ticotly called their Hall-more, or Hall-court, which 
; was and ſtill is, Conventze Civium in 
Aulam Piblicam. And this Convention 
or publick Meeting in Londen, was an- 
tiencly called the Hall-mote, or the Folk- 
me, and is at this Day by Preſcription, time out of 
mind, the Antient Fo/k-mote of Londen for the chu- 
fing of Sheritfs by the Citizens that are of the Li- 
iery. This Right and Privilege of the Citizens of 
London, was taken away by Will. 1. called the Con- 
queror;, who finding the People generally enrag'd 
tor the loſs of their Laws, and had endeavour'd to 
recover them with their Swords, he pardons thoſe 
that fought for them, and at Barkbamſteed receives

thoſe of Edvard the Confeſſor, among which were 
thoſe of chuſing Sheriffs. 

This Ri hr 5nd Cuſtom of chuſing Sheriffs was af- 
terw2rds confirmed and reſtored to the Citizens of 
Ln4in by the Charter of Her. 1. who thereby kept 
th2 Crown. tho the younger Brother; and is not 
or.iy their R git by Grant, bur by Purchaſe too; 
ſor they have paid dearly for it when taken away 
a2gcinlt Law and Juſtice. | 

Kinz Edward the Firſt had as great need of the 
Kindneſs of his Subj=s, as his Progenitor 3 there- 
fore he courted rhe People in the fame manner: 
And in the 23th Year of his Reign, granted in Par- 
1.2ment, by the Statute of Articuls ſuper Chartaa to 
the Peopl>, that they ſhould have the EleQtion of 
Shertts in every County, My Lord Cook in his 
Crpoming of this Statute, faith, T1 hat though the 


ords ia this Stiture bs the King's Grant to his ſaid EleRions. | ge! 
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People, that they ſhall have the EleQion of She- 
ris, which are likewiſe the Words of the Charter 
of Hex, 1. yet by the word Grant, thz People's 
Right was reſtored, and they by virtue thereof 
choſe Sheriffs as before the Norman Invaſion, and 
according to their antient Uſe and Cuſtom. 

That the Charter of Hen. 1. and the Cuſtom of 
chuſing Sheriffs in London,gave no Right to the Citi- 
zcns of Londen to chuſe Sheritfs otherwiſe than by 
their Repreſentatives in Common-Hall,is plain from 
the Words of the Charter of K. John, which is con- 
firm'd by Magna Charta, and many other Statutes ; 
for the Words of that Charter are, That the Citi- 
Zens of Londen, and their Heirs, ſhall make Sheri/ts 
among themſelves whom they will, and may amove 


them when they will ; and thoſe whom they make, 


ſhall preſent to the Juſtices of the Exchequer of thoſe 
things which to the ſaid Sheriffwick appertains, 
whereof they ought to anſwer us. 

To remove Sheriffs muſt be by ſome Covrt, that 
muſt, in behalf of the People, call the Sheriffs ro an 
Accompt, and that mult be by a Court that by Cu- 
ſtom and Preſcription have Cognizance of the Faults 
and Miſdemeanours done by thoſe great Officers, 
for which they amove them : and that is the pro- 
per Work of a Court, it cannot be by all the People 
of the whole County incorporated, but is the Work 
of a Hall-mote or Hal-court, intruſted by all the Ci- 
tizens to chuſe for them and the King, honeſt and 
able Mena for Sheriffs,and to preſent them to the Ju- 
ſtices of the Exchequer, as they do in their Liveries 
to this Day, and have ſo done time out of mind. 
For the Rizht ofthis Common-hal, or Hall-mote, to 
elett Sheriffs, there cannor be a better Proof than 
the By-Law of the 23 Sepremb, 7® and 159 Edw. 4. 
which if confider'd, cannot be imagin'd to be By- 
Laws of the Common-Council, but of the Common- 
Hall ;, for the By-Law of 5 Ew. 4. enafts, That 
the Election of Mayors and Sheriffs ſhall be only by 
the Common-Council, the Maſter and Wardens of 
evcry Myſtery of the City coming in their Liveries, 
and by other honeſt Men for that purpoſe ſpecially 
ſummoned. What is hereby enatted more, than 
that the Maſter and Wardens of every Myſtery ſhall 
eleCt in their Gowns ? If the Common Council were 
there, it is an ACt of the Commona/ty, not of the 
Common-Council, who had nothing to do with the 
Matter. But if this were the Act of the Common- 
Hall, called the Commonalty, (as it plainly appears to 
be) who have Power to make By-Laws in that Mat- 
ter it is a good By-Law to diltinguiſh the Repres 
ſentarives of the Citizens for chuſing Mayors and 
Sheriffs from others, 

The By-Law of 15 Edw. 4. enaQts, That the Ma» 
ſters and Wardens of the Myſteries of the Ciry, $1 
their H31ls,or other Places of the Ciry fir and conve- 
nient, allociating to them the honeſt Men of their | 


 Mytteries, being clothed in their laſt Livery, ſhall 


go together to the Guildhall of the City for the e- 
letting of Mayor, &c. and in their laſt Livery but 
cne, to the Elettion of the Shertffs of the City, &c. 
And that no others beſides the honeſt Men of the

Now | am very confident, that the - 
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Recorder himſelf will not, under his Hand, publiſh 
Lis to be an ACt of the Common-Council;, for ?tis 
net credible that the Common-Conncil, who are ſaid 
tro make Laws by Advice of their Recorder, and 
others learncd in the Law, ſhould make a Law, 
that no cthers belides the honeſt Men of the Com- 
mon Council of the City ſhou'd be preſent at ſuch E- 
le:tions. for that were to repeal the Charters of the 
City, Magna Charta, and all other Acts of Parlia- 
mer. {or the Confirming, Granting, and Reſtoring 
the Libertics and Privileges of the Citizens, in 
which they have en Inheritance. For as the Lords 
and Commons, in Writs of Summons to Parliament, 
are call'd the Common-Council of the Kingdom, and 
are to adviſe in Matters of Weight and Difficulty , 
ſo is the Commen-Hall the extraordinary Common- 
Council of all the Citizens of London, 

Theſe two Laws therefore cannot be Acts of 
Common: Council ; they muſt be Aﬀts of Common- Hall, 
or H.1/l-Court, which to this Purpoſe are a Common- 
Counc:l,or a Council of the Commons,and call them- 
C Ives in this Act a Common- Council, in the other the 
Communal'y who wcre in Council aſlembled, as the 
Repreſentatives of the Commons, to make By-Laws 
for them, and cal! themſelves ſometimes the Com- 
man-Council of the (ty, a$ they properly are in this 
Matter 3 ſometim«s the Commonalty, as the Repre- 
ſentati-es of the People in Parliament are called, 
and do call themſelves in all Acts of Parliament, the 
Commons, Wi\o are but the Repreſentatives of the 
Commons; and are alſo ca'led, in the Antient Oaths 
of Coronation eſtabliſhed by Parliament, the Yulgi, 
or Common People, tho but their Repreſentatives. 

The Uſe and Cuſtom of chuſing Sheriffs, makes 
this beyond Contradiction; for at this very Day the 
Maſters and Wardens of the Myſteries in the City in 
their Halls, clothed as aforeſaid,go to the Elections 
of Mayors and Sherifts, to the Guildhall, and there 
doelec, not as Men of the Common-Council, but as a 
Hall-mote, or Hall-court ; and thoſe of the Common- 
Hall, that are not of the Common-Council, meet to- 
gethcr as 2 Hall-mate, or Hall-court, not as a Com- 
mon-Comuncil, 

For the Peace and Qui-t of the City, it were to be 
wiſh'd that thoſe Acts of Common-Council (as they 
are ſaid ro be) had never been printed 3 they have 
ven jult cauſe to Ven tt believe, That there are 
thoſe that againlt Law and Reaſon, againſt Practice 
and Cuſtom, would take from the Citizens the E- 
letion of Mayors 2nd Sheillls, by their Repreſenta- 
tives in Common Hall. T hey have laid a Foundati- 
on. nay they have been ſcattolding many Years, by 
their AQts and Devices and have had the conh- 
dence to diſturb and make void EleQions by the 
Common- Hall, and have taken away the Rights and 
Liberties of the Common-Hall, on purpoſe to take 
Fines, und then to compel the Common-Hall to new 
Elections, a thing not known to our Anceſtors. This 
is not only levying Money at other Times, and in 
other manner than by Act of Parliament, as was 
done by the late K. James, and is numbred among 
the Grievances of the Statute of 1 K. Wil. and Q. 
Mary, but is raiſing Money without any colour of 

Law, and yet vindicated in the vileſt manner ; for 
Men are publickly forbid to ſpeak of, or mention 
this Grievance, becauſe the-King is beyond-Sea ; 
when in truth a greater Service cannot be to the 
King, than to prevent theſe Extravagancies which 
arc 2gainſt his Coronation-Oath, by which he has 
promis?d to govern according to the Statutes in 


Parliament agreed on, and the Laws and Cuſtoms of 
England, The late K. James (as it is declared in 
the firſt of K. Wil. and Q. Mary) by Miniſters em- 
ploy'd by him, did endeavour to ſubvert the Laws 
and Libertics of the Kingdom, Laws for free Ele&i- 
ons : As that of Weſtminſter 1ſt is endeavoured to be 
ſubverted by the Commen- Council: The Werds of 
the Statute are, For that Elections ought to be free, 
The King commands, upon great Forfeiture, That 
no great Man, norother, by Force, Malice or Me- 
races, ſhall diſturb free Elections. And my Lord 
Cock, in his Expoſition of that Statute, tells us, there 
were two Miſchiefs before the making this Stature. 
1. Elections were not duly made. 2. Elections were 
not freely made : And both theſe were againſt the 
antient Maxim of the Law, Fiant Elettiones rite &+ 
libere, ſme interruptione aliqua © For before this Act, 
in the irregular Reign of #. 3. the Elc@ors had 
neither their free nor their due Elections; for ſome- 
times by Force, ſometimes by Menaces, and ſome- 
times by Malice, the EleCtors were framed and 
wrought to make election of Men unworthy, or 
not eligible, ſo as their Election was neither due 
nor free. This A briefly rehearſeth the old Rule 
of the Common Law, (that Elections ought to be 
free) wherein both the ſaid Points are included +: 
1. It muſt be a due Election 3 and, 2. It muſt be a 
free Election, 

This Statute doth <cnact, That no Man, upon 
grievous Forfciture, ſhall diſturb any to make frce 
EleCtions , and is excellently penned in two. re- 
ſpeCts: Firſt, For that generally ic extendeth to 
all Elections, that is to ſay, ro cvery Digaity, Of- 
fice, or Place eleQtive, be it Eccleſiaſtical or Tem- 
poral, of what Kind or Quality foever. Second- 
ly, The Act is penned inthe Names of the King, 
viz. The King commandeth : And therefore the 
King bindeth himſelf not to diſturb any Eletors 
to make free Election, as in the like Caſe upon a 
Statute made 1n the Reign of the ſaid King ; The 
AQ ſaying, Rex perpendens, &c. the ſame bound 
the King. Now that Eleftors might make free ard 
due Elections, without diſpleaſure or fear thereof, 
by this Act of Parliament, as a ſure Defence, the 
King commandeth the ſame upon grievous Forfei- 
ture. And this A extends to all ElcCtions, as well 
by thoſe that at the making this Act, . had Power 
tro make them, as by thoſe whoſe Power was raiſed 
or created tince this ACt, 

The Diſturbers of free EleCtions, he ſays, are 
to be puniſhed with grievous Fines, and Impriſon- 
ment. 

Yet how notoriouſly was this moſt excellent Law 
violated by the very Government of the City of 
London, at the laſt EleCtion of Sheriffs ? Whar ill 
and dargerous Example was given to the whole 
Nation by the Magiſtrates of the City of Longer at 
that EleCtion ? What open and publick Encourage- 
ment to affront and contemn his Majz:ſty's Laws 
made to prevent Diſorders and Tumults ? Whar 
popular Confuſion might have hapned from thoſe 
whoſe Rights and Liberties were invaded againlt 
Law and Juſtice, by the Sheriffs denying the Que- 
ſtion that was deſired ro be put, Whether to ad- 
here, or proceed to a new Election, when humbly | 
intreated. And this was done at a time when his. 
Majeſty was out of the Realm, and in Arms a- 
gainſt a Tyrant, and the Common Enemy of Law- 
and Liberty. -

The Common Hall are a Court of great Autho- 
rity, they havea Juriſdiction by Cuſtom, and have 
a Preſcription and Cuſtom to dif- 
franchiſe and reſtore in their Com- 
mon-Hall or Hall-Court, if the 
Party disfranchiſed have committed a Crime that 
deſerves that Puniſhment ; if not, the King may 
command them to reſtore him : But no ſuch Writ 
can be directed to the Common Council, or Mayor 
and Aldermen, for they cannot take away, nor re- 
ſtore Mens- Liberties and Franchiſes, "tis againſt 
Jagna Charta, 

Every Citizen has a Freehold in the Lands, Li- 
berties and Franchiſes of his Corporation ; and a 
Disfranchiſement by them is a Dilſeiſin and a De- 
ſtruction azainſt Magna Charta, unleſs it be by the 
Citizens in Common-Hall, who have that Power 
by Cuſtom. 

If the Mayor of a Corporation ſhall challenge a 
Negative Voice by his Prerogative, and to deceive 
the People ſhall cauſe Entries thereof to be made in 
Books for a Record or Memorial thereof, and pre- 
te:d to have the Opinions of Men that have been 
Judges, Arttornies General, or Solicitors General 
to his Maj {ty or his Predeceſlors, and ſhall there- 
by preveut the good Orders and Laws that may be 
made to hinder undue and diſorderly Elections of 
Mayor and Sheriffs, this is a good Cauſe of Dif(- 
frauchiſement by the Common- Hall] or Hall-Courr : 
If th: Mayor or any of the Magiſtrates of the Ciry 
ſhall alter the antient Oaths of Common Council, 
Sheriffs, and others, eſtabliſhed to prevent the 
ſelling of Judges Places, and other Offices, which 
they are or ought to be ſworn not to ſell, but diſ- 
poſe of freely without Bribe or Reward : *Tis a 
good Cauſe of Disfranchiſement. If any great 
Officer of a Corporation ſhall claim a Prerogative 
to make that Man a Sheriff he drinks to, this is an 
Invaſion of the Rights of the Citizens, againſt his 
Duty, and againſt Law, and a good Cauſe of Diſ- 
francbiſement. 

This Hall-Court ovght to take care that their 
Charter be nor forfeited ; they ought by their By- 
Laws to prevent and to puniſh Incroachments on 
their L'b rties againſt Magna Charta, under Co- 
lour and Pretence of Fines and Forfeitures : The 
railing of more than 1500001. on Pretence of choo« 
ſing Sheriffs within 44 Years laſt paſt, is an Abuſe 
of the Truſt repoſed in them by Kings and Parlia- 
ments: 'Tis a {candalous Impoſition againſt the 
Right of the Subject, and againſt Law and Juſtice. 

W har il] Manners 1s it then modeſtly to vindi- 
cite the Right of the Common-Hall to elect She- 
ritls, and to preſerve the Rights and Liberties of 
the Citizens of London in their Repreſentatives, ac- 
cording to: Uſe and Cuſtom in all times, ſince the 
Charter of W:4l. |. and Hen. I ? Or what Diſlervice 
to his Majzſty? Cock in his 2d Inftie. tells us, he 
cannot paſs a Reſolution of all the Judges of Eng- 
lard, in 34th Hen. 6. on this Occaſion. 

Upon a Reference by the King's Privy Council 
to Sir John Forteſcae, and Sir John Priſcot, Chief 
Juſtices, and to the reſt of the Juſtices, concerning 
a Sheriff conſtituted by the King himſelf, it is thus 
in the Council-Book recorded, 3 Martrs, ann. 34. 
Hen. 6. as followeth, in theſe Words : 

Upon a Demand that my Lord Chancellor made 
to the Chief Judges, and to the Remnant of the 
Judges, how that the King's Laws, neither Juſtice, 
wight not be executed in Lincolnſhire, becauſe there

was no Sheriff there, and that the King by his Let- 
ters Patents under his great Seal, had deputed cer- 
tain Men for to have be Sheriffs there, what them 
ſeemed ſhould be done in this Behalf ? ſo that the 
King's Laws and Juſtice might been executed in that 
Shire, as executed in other Shires in England. 

The 2 Chief Juſtices the ſame Day came unto my 
Lords of the King's Council in the Sterred-Cham- 
ber, and upon the aboveſaid Demand ſaid, that 
them ſeemed, and ſo it ſeemed unto the Remnant 
of the Judges, that the King did an Error, when 
that he made another Pexſon Sheriff of Lincoln- 
ſhire than was choſen, and preſented unto his High- 
neſs, after the Effe& of the Statute in ſuch Behalf 
made, 

In the Reign of Richard II. this was a Controver- 
ſy between the King and the People, who undec 
the Condudct of the Barons came to London, where 
it was ended by the Submiſſion of that unfortunate 
Prince; and one of the Articles of Deprivation 
againſt him was, that he diſplaced divers Sheriffs 
lawfully ele&ted, and put in their Places ill Men, 
thereby ſubverting the Law, contrary to his Oath 
and Honour. The Cammon-Covncil of London, 
as Freemen, have ſworn to maintain the Fraichiſes 
and Liberties of the City, yet they are the very 
Men that make By-Laws ro take away this Liber- 
ty and Franchiſe, which is a Truſt lodg'd 1n the 
Common-Hall by many Kings and Parliaments. 

The Power that a Common-Council-man has 1s 
as one of the Livery, he cannot elect unleſs of the 
Livery all that are not ſo are commanded to 
withdraw by the Crier, before the EleCtion, on 
pain of Impriſonment yet when he is elected, he 
(as is pretended) has a Power in Common-Council 
ro disfranchiſc his Corporation. 

Tis adjudged in Cook's 5th Rep. the Chamber- 
lain of Londor's Caſe, that the Common-Council of 
London cannot, make Laws againſt the Laws and 
Statutes of the Realm, and that ſuch Laws made 
by them are void : But Laws made by them, or 
other Aſlemblies of Men that are not repugnant to 
Law and Reaſon, are good : *Tis there reſolved, 
that Laws made by them pro privato lucro are vod : 
'Tis there adjudged, that they may make Laws for 
good Order and Government ; the Government 
there intended is the Government by Law eſta- 
bliſh'd by Parliament, not a Government by Offi- 
cers choſe by them contrary to Charters and Sta- 
tures; ſuch Laws are made againſt the Govern- 
ment of the Ciry, and are void. 

*T'was reſolved by all the Jadges in Eng/and, in 
the Caſe of Dungannon in Ireland, that only Corpos 
rations are capable to rake ſuch Inhericances. A 
Common-Council, it ſeems, can give what it can- 
rot take, for a Common-Council is no Corpora- 
tion. Trin, 32 Eliz. In an Action of falſe Impri- 
ſonment in the Common Pleas, brought by Clarke 
againſt Gape, the Defendant juſtified the Impriſon- 
ment, for that King Edward VI. had incorporated 
St. Albans by the Name of Mayor, &c. and grant- 
ed to them to make Ordinances, and ſhews that 
Queen Elizabeth appointed the Term to be held. 
there, by reaſon of which they, with the Confenc 
of the Plaintiff and other Burgeſſes, aſleſled eve- 
ry Inhabitant towards the erecting Courts there, 
and ordained, that if any refuſed Paiment, he ſhould 
be impriſoned ; and for that the Plaintiff being a 
Burgeſs refuſed Paiment, he as Mayor juſtified ; and 
this was adjudged no Plea, for that this by- Law is 
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gainſt | 
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*2ainſt Afagne Chorts, and the Conſent of the 
Plaintiff conld not alter the Law. 

If a Commen-Ccuccil may take 2way this Liber- 
ry and Franchiſe of chooting Sheriffs, why may 
they not take away their Liberty and Franchiſe of 
viing Traces in the City ? The Law has ſecured 
the once as much as the other ; and the doing the 
- latrer ſucceeded very il with a Mayor and Al 
dermea of Lerden in the Reign of Hem. 8. Juſtice 
Croke 12 the fit part of his Reports, fel. 33. faith, 
T hat Periam Juttice faidy he bad feen a Precedent 
in the time of K. Hen. $. where a Citizen of Low 
dn (oed 2 Cit.zen of Lerdes 10 the Common Bench, 
and the M3yor and Aldermen would ha.e him par 
the Mztter ro Compromiſe. which he refuſe: ; 
whereupon they Cid Cisfrarchife him, and be ſhew- 
ed this Matter to the Court, and thereupon they 
Cireed their Writ to the Mayor, Cc. to reitcre 
him to his Franchiſe, and they atkiled a Fine of an

By ſome of which laſt words it appears,that this Oath was framed for the Subjefs of the Realm, 
( we lay, that this Oath was, in the meaning of the Impoſers of- this Declaration, rhe Subjetts 
Oath, and conſequently by the words, or any other Perſon, they muſt mean, or any other Subjett : ) 
which appears alſo manifeſtly in the Preamble of that League, We, fach and ſuch wnder the King. 
T here is one part of it moreover expreſs for the preſervation of the King ; we do ſuppoſe there- 
fore, that though an Oath to the ſame main effe(t, or one like it, was impoſed on thus King by the 
Scots, that Oath muſt be conceived another than this, and not the very ſame,being not ſo in every 
int, but an Oath indeed ( as they cali'd it ) to _ the Covenant, when He ofter'd. this very 
Racnian againſt raking the Covenant itſelf, becauſe it was an Oath for the Subjects onely.. And 
this being enough to ſave the Conſcience in one chief Scruple, ( and chiefeſt one, ) we will gather 
up again what 1s ſaid before into one Argument ( which we fix upon) for a fuller ſatisfa&tion in 
regard to all others.

HE Citizens of London in Common-Hall aſſembled, have had, 
us*'d, and enjoy*d the Liberty (by Preſcription and immemo- 


rial Uſage) from time to time freely to ele and appoint their 

Sherifts trom among themſelves; which Liberty hath been con- 
firmed by the Great Charter of Liberties, and many other Charters and 
AQts of Parliament, the laſt whereof was in the ſecond Year of the pre- 
ſent King and late Queen, wherein it is declared, That the reſtoring the 
Citizens to their Antient Liberties tends very much to the Peace and 
good Settlement of this Kingdom. 

Notwithſtanding which, the Court of Aldermen for {ome Years laſt 
paſt (for the Lucre of Fines) have diſcharged thoſe from the Shrievalty, 
(tho every way qualified) who were legally and duly choſen by the 
Citizens in Common-Hall ; and have cauſed new and partial EleQtions 
* to be carried on and multiplied by an inferior number of the Common- 

Hall, while the major Part have adhered to their due and former 
EleAion ; | 

To the unreaſonable Trouble and great Diſquict of the Citizens, who 
have again been ſummoned to ten or more irregular Common-Halls, 
where have been made (as they humbly hope to make appear) rather 
torced and pretended, than free EleCtions, of 15 or more Sheriffs, where- 
by above 5oco /. have been raiſed by Fines in one Year for their Diſ- 
charge. | 

Fe theſe ſort of EleCtions have laſted for near three Months together : 
which doings, if ſtill ſuffer'd, (*tis humbly feared) may tend to the 
hazard of the Peace of the City and Kingdom, and may have evil and 
dangerous Conſequences in the Example, to the encouraging corrupt and 
{inifter PraCtices in placing other City Officers. 

By this PraQtice of the Court of Aldermea in diſcharging of Sheriffs 
againſt the Conſent of the EleQtors, the Right of the Citizens to make 
a free Eleftion (according to their Preſcription, Uſage, and Charters 
confirm'd as aforeſaid ) is become void and of no effect, and (as they 
humbly conceive) wholly taken from them, and they render'd thereby 
unſafe m their Lives, Liberties and Eſtates, 

The Power of the Sheriffs is well known, and what Service or Diſ- 
{ervice they may do the Publick upon emergent Occaſions, according as 
they ſtand affeCted, eſpecially the Sheriffs of Loxdox ; where the perverting 
the antient manner of their EleQtion in the late Reigns was attended 
with very miſchievous Conſequences ſtill freſh in Memory. 

The placing this great Truſt in about 8000 of the moſt grave and 
wealthy Citizens, which is the Number of the Common-Hall, rather 
than in the Court of Aldermen that are but 26, (who are alſo Mem- 
bers of the Common-Hall, and Co-Elefors there, and whereof thirteen 
do make a Court) ſufficiently ſhews the Wiſdom of our Anceſtors, who 
judg'd that theſe laſt, being ſo ſmall a Number, might ſooner be in- 
fluenced than the former; ſeven or eight of which Court have often 
diſcharg'd Sheriffs duly eleQted by the Common-Hall: Tho it ſeems con- 
trary to Reaſon and the Method of EleCtions, that ſeven or eight Co- 


Eleftors ſhould undo what themſelves have done in ConjunCtion with fo 
many thouſand others. 


Wherefore it is humbly hoped that the Honourable Houſe of Com- 
mons, will in their great Wiſdom find out a Remedy to redreſs theſe 
Grievances, and ſ:ttle the EleRion of the aforeſaid Sheriffs in ſuch man- 
ner as may be moſt fate and beneficial for the City and Kingdom.

HAT in the Reign of King Henry VIlIth, the then Pariſh-Church 

E of St. Alphage being utterly decay'd, and the Inhabitants thereof 

unable to eabuild the ſame, that King was graciouſly pleas'd to 
grant, by A& of Parliament, to the faid Pariſhoners, the Chappel be- 
longing to a Religious Houſe, call'd El/mgs-Spittle, now known by the 
Name of Sion-College, to be their Pariſh-Church. 

That the ſaid Church, in the late dreadtul Fire in the Year 1666, re- 
ceiv'd conſiderable Damage, ſeveral Houſes thereunto adjoining bein 
burnt down, and the ſame being now very ancient, is become very ch 
decay'd and ruinous, the Walls thereof leaning over in ſeveral Places, 
ſome of the Pillars being very much ſunk, and ſeveral great Beams, which 
ſhould hold the Building together, being rotten, and ſome of them broke 
aſunder, which at preſent are ſupported by Shores of Timber, and other 
Ways to ſecure it from immediate Danger, the Tower thereof having been 
_ down to the Roof of the Church ſeveral Years fince, to prevent its 

ing, 

That by a View made by ſeveral able and experienc'd Work-men, it is 
agreed, that there is an abſolute Neceſſity ro rebuild the ſaid Church. 

That the Inhabitants have laid out great Sums of Money within few 
Years paſt, only to ſupport the ſaid Church ; ſo that its Decay hath not 
been occaſion'd through any Negled. 

That the ſaid Pariſh is contiguous to the great Pariſh of St. Giles Crip- 
plegate, and many of their Inhabitants coming to the Pariſh-Church of 
St. Alphage, it thereby is ſeldom without a numerous Congregation, 

That the greater Part of the Houſes in the ſaid Pariſh are ſmall Tene- 
ments, which are generally inhabited by mean working Tradeſmen, many 
of whom pay no Duties, and ſome are daily expe&ed to become chargea- 
ble to the ſaid Pariſh, the Poor being already very burthenſome, and 
the Number of thoſe able to bear any extraordinary Charge, very few ; 
ſo that the preſent Inhabithants are altogether unable to rebuild their 
{aid Church, | 


It is therefore humbly hop'd, That the Honourable Houſe of Com- 
mons will give them ſuch Relief in the Premiſes, as the Neceſſity 
of the Caſe requires, and as ſhall be agreeable to their great

| HAT moſt of the Jews, in the City of London, have

withſtanding they enjoy the Prote&tion of the Government, 
and the free Uſe and Exerciſe of their Religion, Flouriſh 
and grow Rich in a Proteſtant Kingdom ; yet they bear ſuch | 
an Immortal Hatyed to the National Religion, and the Pro- | 
feſlors thereof, that in caſe any of their Children imbrace 
the ſame, they utterly Reje& and Diſown them, and treat 
them with a great deal of Cruelty and Severity : An Inſtance 
whereof appeareth by the Nanghter of Facoh Mendes de Breta,

But <# gabd Att, as taws -u{ually do, lay alttgether negleQed 
uatil the Year x6g8. when fome worthy Citizevs revived it, by wPplying them- 
{elves to the then Common Council, who did thereupon Elect Fitty wo 
Citizens to jaſn with the Aldermen in putring the fame in © x-corion. 

-When the_ Governours met, they unanimoutly chole ihe Right. Worſhi 
fo! Sir Robert Clayton, Knight and Alderman, Deputy-Preſident, and Sir 
Williaz: Hedges, Knight and Alderman, Treaſarer, and fome time after upon 
his Indiſpoſition, Sir William Withers, Knight and Alderman, Treaſurer 
je-his room, and umil Moneys cond be raiſed by the Common Coun- 
c#l, they generouſly lent the ſame out of their own Pcckets, that this Good 
Work might be no longer delayed. 

At firſt they ſent for the Poor, Old and Toxng, out of the ſeveral Pariſhes, and 
employed Perſons to teach them to Spin, which when they were arrived to ſome 
Perfeftionin, the Corporation ſent them back to the Pariſh Officers, who 
inſtead of continuing them to their Spinning ( by which means what they 
earn'd,” would in part have ſupplied their Wants, and in a great meaſure eafed 
the Parifh Rates ) took no care therein, but paid them their Penſions as uſual, 
fo that all the Charge and Pains the Corporation was at, were rendred 
inefteftoal. 

The Corporation then to redreſs this Greivance, and to make themſelves 
ſtill as nfeful as they could to the Pariſhes and their Poor, took teveral Houſes in 
B:hops-gate Street, aid them together, and built ſeveral Convenieucies thereto, 
and having provided themſelves with Neceſſary Officers, took under their im- 
mediate Care, the Younger ſort of the Pariſþ Poor, of both Sexes, that were 
above Seven Tears old. Theſe they ſet to work, that ſo trzining them up, and 
inaring themto labour betimes, thzy might habirvate themlelves ro Thriftineſs and 
Indoftry, and fo become a Benefit and Advantage, not only to the preſent but 
the coming Age. ; 

And having tried this ſome time, and conſidering the Uſefulneſs of this De- 
en, they proceeded to take in greater numbers of them, and alſo to order 
all rhoſe poor diſtreſſed Children, that lay up and down in the Streers of 
the Cirv, to be brought into the Work-houſe, except ſuch as they could 
find ſertied or belonzed to any Pariſh, either within the City or withouc. 
By this means the Streets, Keys, and other Paſſages of the City, were __ 
| | Gs) 
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of thoſe they commonly call the Black Guard, and thoſe other litfle Va- 
grants, whoſe Parents dying intheir [nfancy, had been left to the wide World, 
almoſt raked, 'and in the laſt degree miſerable, eaten up of Vermin, and in ſuch 
naſty Rags, that one could not diſtinguiſh by their Cloths, what Sex they 
were of, * Thus the Refuſe of Mankind, they that would be otherwiſe the 
* Bane and Scandal of the Commonwealth, are reſcued from Perdition, and made 
* uſeful Members of it. This evidently appears by the ſmall Number of yooog 
Criminals, that are arreigned at the Se{itons houſe, fince this Work-houſe has 
been erected. 

Theſe are the Poor Creatures, for whom the Corporation provide out of 
the Moneys raisd by the Common Conncil; the Charities of well 4//pos'd Peo- 
ple, the feveral 12d per Week, which the Church-wardens pay for each Pariſh- 
child, an4 that little they all earn by their own Tabour. Theſe all go in 
one Habit, and toevery Thirty there is a Nurſe to take care that they re fed, 
clath'd and lodg'd conveniemly, and a Teacher to look over them, that they do 
what work they are capable of: There are allo a School-wraſter and a Sczool- 
miſtreſs, to teach them to Read, and initruct them in their Catechiſms, and the 
Principlesof Religion ; ſome alto are taught Writng and Arithmetick. Theic 
number is now above 4co, all conſtantly employed in ſpimning of "37! and 
Flax, picking of Okuw, knitting of Stockings, and in ſowing and in making up 
their own Cloths, and great Care 15 taken in putting them out Apprentices to honeſt 
and ſober People, ſome or other of them being thus diſpoled of every Week.  -- 

And whereas many ot thele poor Children are often infirm and ſick, and 
troubled with various Diſteapers, ſome of, them being born with Diſcwes, which 
they derived from their vicious Parents, and others having contatted chem 
by lying in the cold Streets and on the bare Stones i Four able and generous 
Phyſicians, and a $kilful Swgeor, do give their -rremtance 7rd preferibe - 
dicines for them gratis ; and the Apothecaries Compery have undertaken for three 
Years to pay for the ſame ; and they have thro' God s- Bleſſing, reſtored many of 
them to their Health and Limbs, after they have been thought #»carable. And 
for the greater Conveniency of the ſaid Children, the Deputy- Preſident hath lent 
them a convenient airy Houſe gratis, in which are kept moſt of the fickand infirm 
Children the Phyſicians think fit to ſend thither. _ 

And He, with other worthy Governonrs. of the ſaid Corporation, and other 
Perſons, as well Strangers as Citizens, have contributed liberally, by Moneys 
and otherwiſe to the ſaid Good Work. 

This being happily effected, the Corporation ordered to be fitted up ſeparate 
and diſtin Apartments, wherein to keep all grown FLagrants, ſturdy Beggars, 
and other Idle and Diſorderly Perſons, which being prepared accordingly, the 
Conſtables, City Marſhals, and their Men, with other Officers, were ordered to 
take up all (uch Perſons as aforeſaid, and to bring them betore a Conrt of the Pre- 
fedent and Governours, which is holden every Wedneſday Morning at the Guild 
Hall { or ſome other Juſtice of the Peace of the City ) where being examined, 
trom thence they are committed to the IVVork houſe ; There they beat Hemp, pick 
Okum, raſp Logwood, &:. They have in Proviſions what they ezrn by their 
Labour, and are contined a very conſiderable time, which with continual work- 
ing, is' their chiefeſt Puni/oment. \, Seyfral hundreds of theſe forts of People 
have been thus employed at times, and many of them to get out of the Work- 
houſe, where they zre thus kept to hard Labour, have voluntarily entred them- 
ſelves in the late Xi»g's and inthe Exeen's Service by Sea and Land, and 
others have tranſported chemiz]ves to the Weſtern Plantations : And if the ſame 
Care were taken by the Juitices of the Peace for the Counties of Middleſex and Surry 
( as they are enabled to do by this ſame # ) tis hoped the Streets would thereby be 
cleared of Beggars, and other Idle and Diſorderly Perſons, and the preſent extraor- 
dinary Charge for Relief of the Poor very much reduced. h 
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| And that the Corporatiofi might do all the Good they could abrved as well as at 
home Fronfur whe and (ti jo $-onkiy to deliver out at their Work-boxſe, five 


Days ina Week, ool and , to all (uch Poor as come there for it, to be 


ſpun at their own Habitations, and pay the beſt Prizes that are any where given 
Se the like Work; and if. Conſtables, Church-wardens, and cers of the 
Poor, would ſhew themſelves honeſt Mer and faithful to their Traff, they may 
by a hearty Concurrence with the Corporation, in 
thus i their able Poor. me,” 
And if the Preventing Habits of Idleneſs, Theft, Debanchery, Profaneneſs, and 
other Immoralities in , and oj the contrary, ſowing the early Seeds of In- 
4 Sobriety, Piety and Virtue in them ; And imploying ſuch 
before-mentioned, and preventing their begging in the Streets, be Works 
os, ua and Man, and tend to the Reformation, Happineſs, and Welfare of 
the ry, It is hoped ſo great, good and able, tho' expenſive Undertaking, 
will receive « ſuitable Enconragement, Aid and Aſſiitance. 


N. B. That for the carrying on this Good Work, one Half-year's Rate only 
for Relief of the Poor, was raiſed by the Common-Councill, in the 
Year 1698. ahd this Year the Common-Council have ordered to be raiſed 
another Half-year's Rate, for the further carrying on the ſame.

Humbly Offered for a 
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To Rebuild the Pariſh-Church of St. Giles's 
the Fields, at the Publick Charge, as one of 
the Fifty New Churches. 


I. HE Churck (which is Built with Bricks, and Coin'd and 
Cop'd only with Stone) is very Old and Ruinous. and up- 
on a moderate Computation will Coſt Three Thouſand 
Pounds, to put it into good Repair and Order. 


Il. The Ground abont it being Higher, the Flore or Body of the 
Church lies Lower than the Street by eight Foot, at leaſt, and there- 
by (and by the great Number of Burials within it) is become very 
Damp and Unwholſome, as well as Inconvenient to the Gentry and 
others, who are Oblig'd to go down ſeveral Steps into the Church. 


I. This Church being Built long ſince, was ill Contriv'd, and is In- 
convenient for Hearing, and in divers other ReſpeQs. 


IV. Theſe Inconveniencies can only be remedy'd by an Intire New 
Building, and would remain the ſame as at preſant, though the Church 
ſhould be Repair'd by the Inhabitants, at the Expence abovemeation'd. 
Nor can it be thought proper (as is conceived) to lay out ſo great a 
Sum, in Repairing a Church under ſuch Circumſtances. 


V. The Church Stands at the fartheſt end of that part of the Town, 
and Fronts St. Giles's High Street, which is the great Thorough-fair 
for all Perſons who Travail the Oxford or Hampſtead Roads, and a good 
Church there, will be as great an Ornament, and be as much expoſed 
to View, as any Church which can be Built in Town. | 


VI. This being one of the Out Pariſhes and very. Large, is ſo over 
Burthen'd with Poor, that the Expence of Maintaining and Relieving 
them, Amounts Communibus Annis to Three Thouſand Three Hundred 
Pounds at leaſt, though their Allowance is very Small in Proportion 
to other Pariſhes, and the Poors Rate is conſtantly fifteen Pence in the 
Pound ; beſides ſix Pence to the Scavenger, and the Rates to the High- 
ways, Windows and Lamps. 


VI. *Tis own'd that there are ſeveral Noblemen and Gentlemen in 
the Pariſh, but if the Church is to be Repair'd, or Rebuilt at the Pariſh 
Charge, the Rate for it muſt be laid on all, by a Pound Rate, according 
to the Rents of the Houſes ; which will alſo fall ſo heavy on the Tra- 
ding and Meanor Sort of People, that it muſt very much Impoveriſh, if 
not Ruin many of the moſt Induſtrious Part of the Pariſh, the Number 
of Tradeſmen and poor Inhabitants, being above Ten to One in Propor- 
tion to the Nobility and Gentry, as was Repreſented in 1711. by the 
then ReQtor and Veſtry upon an Exa@ Survey, given to the Commilſi- 


oners for the New Churches, in Purſuance to an Order from them to 
that purpoſe. 


_ VIE. When the Pariſh is divided into Three or more, on Build- 
ing New Churches, (one of which is now Building) the [ahabitants 
who will in all Probability be. lefr to the Old Church, will be thoſe 
that dwell neareſt to it; and they happen to conliſt almoſt wholy of 
Tradeſmen, and others of leſs Subſtance, and then the Expence of keep- 
ing ſo Old and Crazy a Church in Repair and decent Order, and in 
due Time of new Building it (which it muſt want" in ſome Yetrs) being 
added to the other Taxes of the Pariſh, will bean inſupportable Burthen 
to them Eſpecially, when charged with the loſs which will alſo happen 
by the Sinking of the Rents, of the Pews in the Galleries, now taken 
and Uſed by the Nobility and Gentry, who will then belong to 
other Pariſhes and Churches, 


IX. By making this One of the Fifty Churches, the Charge of Pur- 
chaſing a Scite for the Church and Church-yard, and alſo the Maintain- 
ance for the Miniſter will be ſav'd to the Publick; and if Three or more 
of theſe Churches are deſign'd for this Pariſh (as is preſum'd it will be 
very difficult, and even impoſſible, without giving extravagant Prizes 
to find proper Scites within this Pariſh for more than two New Churches, 
and if Scites could be found, yet three Churches ia all, are as many as 
are wanted, there being now but one Church and two little Chappels, 
and thoſe ſufficient. 


X. This Pariſh is already Loaded with a very heavy Quota to the 
Land Taxes, which obliges them every Second or Third Year at far- 
theſt, to make a Re-aſſeſſment of ſix Pence in the Pound, above the 
Common Pound Rate intended by Parliament, although all the Houſes 
are Taxt to the utmoſt of their Rents and Values, and no Scite for a 
New Church and Church-yard has or can be Bought in our Pariſh, 
where there is no waſt or void Ground, without pulling down near 
two Hundred Pounds a Year in Houſes, which will fin farther ſink the 
Produce of the Land Tax (as well as of all other Taxes) and Raiſe the 
Defficiences and Re-aſleſſments.

It is to be obſerv'd, that this Pound Rate being appointed to be rais'd 
by Officers choſen by the Veltry at the Pariſh Charge, and for whom the

By this Account it appears, that a Pound Rate of One-penny Half-

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This being the preſent State of the Pariſh, with ReſpeR to their Poor, 
and the Veſtry having laſt Winter purchaſed at a very great Expence, 
a large Piece of Ground near Bowle-Tard, ſufficient for a Work-Houſe 
and Hoſpital, as well as for an Additional Burying Place. And having 
received and examined a Propoſal lately made to them by Mr. Matthew 
Marriot for employing the Able, and_ Maintaining the Impotent Poor, .in 
a regular and proper Manner, they find great Reaſon to approve thereof, 
as well from the Nature of it, ' as from the undoubted Proof, . which 
has been given by Certificates and otherwiſe, of his Succeſs in ſeveral 
Pariſhes wherein he has been employ'd. Particularly, 


At Tring in Hertfordſhire, where in Four Years he reduced by this 
Method, the Poors Rate from 3s. 64. tors. 4d. in the 
Pound. 


At Berkhamſtead, where the Poors Rate was ſunk near half, the 
Second Year. 


At Luton in Bedfordſhire, where in few Years the Rates were re- 
duced from 667 /. to 241 /. 


And in ſeveral other Places. 


But to execute this Scheme, There is a Neceſlicy of Building a large 
Houſe or Houles, and ſeveral Offices (which added to the Buildings al- 
ready upon the Ground, may be ſufficient for Receiving, Lodging, and 
Imploying the Poor) as alſo of Buying a great Number of Beds, Hou- 
ſhold Utenſils, Materials and Stock for ſetting thera ro Work; and the 
Charge of this, conſidering the Number of our Poor, can't as 1s pre- 
ſum'd, coſt leſs then Two Thouſand Pounds, and this, conſidering 
the Circumſtances of the meaner Tradeſmen and Houſekeepers, and the

The Method propos'd is this. A large Houſe, or Houſes muſt be built 
by the Pariſh, ſufficient for the Reception of all ſuch Poor as are re- 
liev'd (inſtcad of letting them lodge ſeparately, or where they pleaſe, as 
they now do) where they are to be as one Vamily, ſupply'd with Mear, 
Drink, and Lodging, and imploy'd in ſuch Work as they are capable of, 
be cloath'd where wanting, and lodg'd in a cleanly Manner, and the Pro- 
duce of their Labour ſold for the Benefit of the Pariih, and proper Work 
will be found for all above Five Years of Ape. 

+ By this Method all the Poor Childrea now kept at Pariſh Nurſes, in- 
ſtead of being ſtarv*d or miſus'd by them, as is ſo much complain'd of, 
will be duly taken Care of, and be bred up to Labour and Induſtry, 
Virtue and Religion, and thereby the infinite Miſchiefs proceeding from 
Idleneſs and want of Imployment, will be preveared. 

The Lazy-grown Poor, will be compel!'d to work according to their 
Abilities, and not be ſuffer'd to live, as now they do, in an idle, and too 
ofren ina vitious Courſe, upon the Alms of the Pariſh, rais'd, in great 
Part, out of the Labour and Induſtry of the honeſt Houſekeepers. 

Thoſe who by Age or Infirmities, are wholly incapable of Work or 
Lon will be provided for and maintain'd in a regular and comfortable 

anner., 

Many of the Abuſes and Miſapplications of private Charity, as well 
as 'of Pariſh Money, will be prevented, which is now ina moſt Places 
given to Improper Objects, and vitiouſly conſum*d in Geneva, or other 
itrong Liquors, to the Ruin of their Healchs and often of their Children, 
and this cannot wholly be avoided, where the Poor are permitted to 
ſpend what is given them, when and where they think fir. 


The Advantages to the Pariſh will alſo in all Probability be very con- 
{iderable, As the Profit of all their Labour will be for the Account of the 
Pariſh, and go in Eaſe of the Charge of maintaining them ; bur the chief 
Advantages to the Pariſh will be theſe. 


1/7. That none will apply for Relief, but the truly indigent and neceſ- 
firous, ſince the Lazy, Idle and Vitious, muſt then know the unavoidable 
Conſequence of ſuch an Application will be, to be ſent to the Work 
Houte, there to work for the Benefit of the Pariſh, as many Hours in 
hy Day as would keep them, it imploy'd in working for them- 
elves.

THAT the Church-Wardens and otherOfficers be very careful in their Expences at Seſſions 
and in receiving Pariſh Money ; It being reſolved to allow no ſach Expences but what ſhall 
appear to be very moderate and neceſſary. 

THAT 5. and no more be allowed towards Dinner Expences, at the View of the poor 
Penſioners, and 3 l. and no more for Expences at each of the balf yearly Views of the caſual 
Poor, and 30 5. and no morefor Expences at each of the quarterly Paymeats of the Petfioners 
and Pariſh Nurſes. - | 

THAT the Bells be rung yearly on the 23d Day of April, the 29th of May, the $th of Ne- 
vember, the 25th of December, the 6th of February and the 8th of March, and alſo oa ſach Oc- 
caſions as the Government ſhall dire& publick Rejeycings to be made, and that for each Day 
10 5. nd no more be allowed to the Ringers, and that the Church-Wardens or other Officers 
do pay or allow no more, nor for ringing at any other Time, than as before-mentioned. 

For the Future, the Pariſh Clerk is not to be allowed any Money for Writing over the 
Names of the Poor Weekly, that are buryed (Grat;s), nor for Pens, Ink or Paper, nor for col- 
lecting Money for Burials or Pall. 

THAT for the Future, no Overſeer of the Poor that is Pay-Maſter, ſhall pay any Bill or 
Bills which are or ſhall be drawn upon him, by any Church-Warden or Overſeer, except for 
Payment of caſual poor, Pariſh Nurſes, Supernumerary Beadle and Neceſlaries for the Poor in 
Hoſpitals, and of thoſe, only ſach as ſhall be reaſonable. 

THAT the Pay-Maſter for the Time being, when he pays any Money on Account of the 
caſual Poor, or Penſioners, or Pariſh Nurſes, to any other Perſons than the poor Perſons or 
Nurſes themſelves, do take Care to ſet down the Names of the Perſons to whom ſach Mo- 
ney is paid, for his Security and our SatisfaQion, in Caſe of Diſputes concerning ſuch Payments. 

THAT for the Future, no Church-Wardea pay any Bill or Bills of any Sort whatſoever, 
but ſach as ſhall be reaſonable, and if ſuch Bill or Bills ſhall exceed 40 5. the ſame ſhall be 
peruſed in Veſtry, and figned and allowed by three Veſtry-Mea at leaſt, before ſuch Paymear, 
or by two or more Juſtices in Petty-Seſlions, at the Court-Houſe in Bloomsbury- Market, and in 
Default thereof, the ſame ſhall not be allowed in the Accounts of ſuch Charch-Wardens. 

THAT for the Forture, if any of the Colleors of the Pariſh Rates, withont Leave from two 

uſtices, take Leſs of any of the Inbabitants than what is charged in their Books, they ſhall 
accountable for the whole Sum charged.

Pounds a Year being Collefted upon the Inhabitants for the Scavenger; wherl 
Nine Hundred Pounds were ſufficient for that Purpoſe; and was occaſion'd by 
a vexatious Indictment preferr'd againſt two Pariſhioners, in the Yeat i733

AN D the Gentlemen and other Inhabitants are deſired to order their 
Servants to Seize any ſuch Beggars, 3 amy ſuch as Beg at or near their 
Door, or Shop, and to carry thenr to ſome Jultice of the Peace living near 
th:m, or to ſome Conſtable, Headborough, or Beadle, in order to be by them 
brought before a proper Magiſtrate; and if they cannot ſpare any of their 
own Family for this Service, it will (as is preſumed) be generally in theic 
Power, to procure Porters, Chairmen or others, who for the ſake of the Re- 
ward herein after-mentioned will willingly undertake the Trouble. 


I N Order to the more effeCtual Suppreſling of them, it is further declared,

AND that none of theſe Offenders may Eſcape their due Puniſhment, 
| by any Artifice or Device to elude the Law, 'tis thought fir ro give Notice, 
that asking Money at the Doors, or Houſes of thoſe that are Strangers to them, 
or in the Streets, of all Paſſengers appearing abie to give, under the Name of 
Borrowing, or Lending, is Begging within the Laws made againſt com- 
mon Beggars: And loir is, where (as it is frequently praQtifed) they Beg 
with little Baskets of Ginger-bread, Apples, Flowers, or Quils in their 
Hands, which they offer to Sale and make Uſe of only to cover their Beg- 
ging, and Screen themſelves from Puniſhment, and in Hopes of exciting 
the Charity of others, under a falſe Appearance of Induſtry.

in the Winter : And that the other Chil- 
dren who work, as well as write and 
read, ſha!l riſe by Five in Summer, and 
Seven in the Winter, and go to Bed as 
abovementioned. 


THAT a Bell be rung at Five every 
Morning to call the Family up; and all

THAT, when any Perſon dies in the 
Houſe, the. Nurſe attending that Ward 
ſhall immediately go for. a Coffin and 
Shroud, and the Dead Perſon ſhall be 
waſhed and laid in the Coffin; and then 
the Nurſe, with proper Afiſtance, ſhall 
forthwith bring the Corpſe dowa to the 
Room appointed for that Purpoſe: And, 
in Caſe the negle& to do this, ſhe ſhall 
be puniſhed at the Diſcretioa of the Go- 
vernour. 


THAT, the Nurſes, at the Death of 
any Perſon in their reſpe&ive Wards, ſhall 
deliver up to the Matron all the Cloaths, 
Money and Goods belonging to ſuch Per- 
ſon: And that thoſe Nurſes who take 
Care of the Children, ſhall, when a Child 
dies, is diſcharged, or put out Apprentice, 
bring down 6. deliver the Cloaths of ſuch 
Child to the Matron; And the Matron to 
give an Account forthwith to the Gover- 
nor of the Money, Goods, and Cloaths ſhe 
received from the Nurſes.

1t 7s Ordered, That, when 
any Perſon, being required to do any of 
theſe Offices, ſhall make an Excuſe of that 
Nature, the Surgeon or Phylician of the 
Houſe ſhall enquire into or inſpe& their 
faid Ailments; and if it ſhall appear, upon 
his Report, that theſe Perſons made tale 
Excuſes for themſelves they ſhall be ſevere- 
ly puniſhed, according to Law. | 


THAT, for the Encouragement of all 
ſuch Poor as ſhall diſcharge the Buſineſs 
they are appointed to do with Care and 
Diligence, It 7s Ordered,

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And that thoſe who aſſiſt in the Kitchin,

any Perſons offer themſelves, or are ſent 
by any others, they are not to be taken 
in; unleſs fo ill, as they muſt probably 
periſh, if refuſed, or Women ready 0

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fall into Labour. And if any Poor are ſent 
by one Juſtice only, the Governor may 
refuſe them, if he has any Suſpicion of 
Fraud or Abuſe, uatil he has an Oppor- 
tunity of giving the Juſtice his Reaſons for 
ſo doing, and taking his further DireQtions 
thereupon. 


THAT the Names, Ages, Days of Ad- 
miſſion, Circumſtances, and Settlement of 
all hereafter to be admutted, and of their 
Families; and alſo the Time of their 
quitting, or being expelled, or of their 
Death, be entered in a particular Book 
ro be kept for that Purpoſe. 


T rar all Perſons, as ſoon as there is 
an Opportuaity, after their Admiſſion, be 
viewed and examined by the Surgeon, 
Apothecary or Nurſe, whether they have 
any infeQious Diſtemper, and be waſhed, 
as ſoon as they are taken in, it it may 
be without prejudice to their Health.

THraAT it be recommended to the Go- 
vernor to diſtinguiſh thoſe, who have been 
Ancient Houſe-keepers and lived well, and 
are reduced by Misfortunes, from the 
other Poor, whoare become ſo by Vice or 
Idlenefs, as far as may be without Incon= 
venience, and in ſuch manner with reſpe& 
to their Lodging, Cloathing, Diet or 
otherwiſe, as he ſhall think fit.

THAT all Perſons without Exception, 
taken into this Work-houſe, who are any 
wiſe or at any Time capable of doing any 
manner of Work or Service, be imployed, 
as far as may be, to avoid Idleneſs, to 
enure them to labour, and to get Part of 
their Maintenance. 


Trnart fuch Girls as are of a proper 
Age, be imployed and inftruted (as far 
as the Cook, and other Officers and Ser- 
vants belonging to the Work-houſe are 
capable of teaching them) in Cookery, 
Houſewifery, Waſhing, Scouring, and all 
other work to qualify them for Service. 


THAT the Governour from Time to 
Time provide Wormwood to fumigate 
the Wards, Rooms and Infirmaries, and 
to be uſed in Waſhing Linnen and in the 
Beds, and the Matron is to ſee and take 
Care, that the Nurſes lay it in all the Bed- 
Sheets. 


THAT 
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THrarT an exat Account be kept in a 
Book to be provided for that Purpoſe, of 
all Houſhold Goods, Cloaths, and Linnea, 
belonging to the Work-houſe, to be added 
and altered as new Effes ate brought in, 
or old ones fold or worn out. And a partt- 
lar Mark (as $S. G. or the like) to be fixed 
to ſuch of them {o that they may not be 
taken away or imbezzled, and that an Ac- 
count be kept therein of all Goods or 
Cloaths, £9c. delivered to the Poor, whe- 
ther ſick or well, and when recovered, 
dead, or they go out, to be returned tg 
the proper Officers, by them to be laid up 
in the proper Places.

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Relation to the Chappel he Builtin great Quren-ftreet, near Lincoln's. Imn-Fields, -1706. 


£ N the 26th. of March, 1706. I agreed and Articled with 
A Richard Chiſwel, Junior of London Merchant, for a Houſe in 
Great Queen-ftreet, in the Pariſh of St. Gi/es's in the Fields for 
41 years, where I built a Chappel, and acquainted the Biſhop of 
- the Dioceſs with it, who ſeem'd to be pleaſed at it; and defired me 
- -to adviſe with a Door of the Civil-Law to know if it was law- 
ful to build a Chappel in any other mans Pariſh without leave of the 
Incumbent. Dr. Clement gave me under his hand that it was law- 
ful for any man to build a Chappel, and if he endowed it with 107. 
per Annum, the Biſhop is oblgied ro Conſecrate the ſame ; confirm- 
ing his Opinion with ſeveral Canons out of the four firſt Counſels. I 
ſhewed the Biſhop the Doctor's Opinion : Upon which he promiſed 
me to Conſecrate the Chappel. Bur Dr. Haley complains that it is 
- againſt his intereſt ; and of Ill example; For if thisÞe ſuffered there 
may be ſeveral more built in theſe large Pariſhes out London ( and 
then as he fears) their unjuſt Perquiſjees will come BB little For. tho' 
Linwood, and Sir Henry Spelman declares, that ever body bas an un- 
doubted right for his Family to be Baptized at his Pariſh Church for 
nothing ;to Bury in the Church-yard for nothing; 2nd to be Marry- 
ed and Women Churched for nothing; and to be ſeated for their Fa- 
mily to come to Divine Service paying 64. a year io the Clerk 
and Sexton to clean the Church and Seats, and the great Tyths to 
be paid the ReQor; and to a Vicar the ſmall 'Tyths or Eaſter Offer- 
ings: Saithat the Vicarot St Gules's having his juſt dues, Why ſhould he 
or any man be an Evil Inſtrument to obſtruct the Worſhip of God 
and the Salvation of Man? For by the mcoceſteſt computation 
that I ever heard there are 20000 Souls in- St Giles Pariſh, and the 
Church and Chappel will ſeat but 50095 at ence: So that 25000 If 
they be inclined to Worſhip God and hear his Word, have no op- 
portanity of a place of Worſhip to reſort to. But the Chappel be- 
in, finiſhed ( by UCUsproriterr. > © 2352 L1N=e the Pew-keepers in 
their Articles to take nv more than 4s. 2 year tor any perſon fitting 
in the Pews, though I cuuld have had 20 or 20 !. a Pew fer ſeverai 
Pews. But I thank God I had no ſiniſter end in what I did : For I 
could as eaſily have cleared $0091, as to be 5o/. in Debt, as now I 
- am: And I think People ought not to be frighted from God's Service 
by extorting Money for the Pews,but rather encouraged and invited 
by making them Eaſy and in Love wich God's Worſhip. After this 
Mr. Holmes a Sope-boyler in Holborn comes to me and deived that 
he might have every day a ſeveral Preacher ; for it would pleaſe 
-#12 People and increaſe the Congregation. I told him I was 
willing 1t he would pay Sixcore pounds a year, which was the 
Annual charge of the Houſe and Chappel. To this he agreed, and 
pays 30 Guineas in part, and put in two Preachers, and intended as 
he affirmed to put in 4 more as ſoon as he got Subſcriptions. This 
he continued for above a quartcr of a year and he atfirm'd to ſeveral 
that the Pulpit was his,and that he would pur in the beit Preachers in 
Eg land, But his Subſcriptions failing, he Arreſted me for the 30 Gui- 
neas: tho I do proteſt I never borrowed ſo much as a Farthing of 
him in my Lite, the $o Guineas was paid in part of the Six- 
ſcore Pounds he had actually agreed to give for the uſe of the 
- Pulpit : Bur this and ſome other Malicious reports being managed 
ro the beſt advantage Dr. Haley and ſome others go to the 
Biſhop, and repreſent me very Scandalous for Drunkennelſs, for 
Forgery, for Cheating and all other Crimes that Malicious Men 
or Devils could invent. Bur I thank God I can and do forgive, 
them, and I hope they will ſee another day that I am not the Ill 
Man = repreſent me to be; But Innocency has no protection in 
this World (from Scurrilous Tongues) but the ſatisfation of a good 
Conſcience, and hopes of a day of Judgment. But my Enemies 
had cheir deſired ends ; for when a mans reputation is blaſted he 
muſt expe no Favour, nor eaſily tiad Juſtice. But in the midſt of 
all theſe Reports the Biſhop ſent for me, and I waited on him, and 
he told me he did believe none of thoſe Scandals, but he found ſome 
much prejudiced againſt me, and he was much importun'd by ſome 
of his Clergy about my Chappel. 1 told” his Lordſhip they had no 
cauſe to be angry, for I did n6t envy their Preferments: and 1I deſir- 
ednothing but God's glory, and the Salvation of my own & others 
Souls, and to live peaceably under her Majeſtics Government, and 
none more thankful to Her then my ſelf, for this happy Union with 
Scotland. And he askt me if Itook the Oaths in King William's Reign, 
andI told him I had; and my Degrees and Orders in the time of 
his Reign : And the Biſhop ſent for me ſeveral times, and I waited 
on him : But the two laſt times I could not ſee him, for his Cha 
lain told a Friend of mine that if I came a thouſand times I ſhould 
never ſee him, and the Chappel ſhould be ſuppreſtyfor it was againſt

never askt me for my Prieſt's Orders, orif I had any or not. But I 
went to the Biſhop of Peterbarough, and told him that I had ſome 
Eſtate ' in Alderland near Peterborough,” and hoped it was a ſufficient 
Title for Prieſt's Orders; and after he had examined me,told me h- 
would Ordain me Prieſt the _—_— following : But Dr. Haley, hear- 
ing of it ſends his Brother and ſeveral others to obſtrut my But 
being Ordained, by laying great and heinous Crimes againſt me.

May it pleafe Your Lordſhip and this Honourable Committee, 


O ſay any thing in the Praiſe of Learning to your Lordſhip and this Honourable Committee, who from your own Knowledge in the Liberal Sci- 
ences are ſo ſenfible of its Virtues, were a Subje& very needleſs; ſcarce any, how Illiterate ſoever, doubting the Excellency and Neceflity 
thereof. Solomon's Deſire was not Riches, but Wiſdom and Underſtanding, that he might govern fo great a People: Rome ſaw her beſt 
Days under her Learned Emperours, and the Perſians would ele& none but Philoſophers tor their Kings: There's nothing France owes its pre- 

ſent Grandeur to more, than the great Advantages it receives from its Publick Academies for the Inſtruction of Youth; and the flouriſhing State ro which 
this Nation is increas'd within theſe Hundred Years, may in a great Meaſure be attributed to the Increale of Learning. To what a Pitch of Glory then, 
_ we not expect to ſee this Renown'd City arrive, of which we have the Happineſs to have your Lordſhip Governour, if, by the Care of your Lordſhip, 
and the other Gentlemen in whoſe Power it is, Learning was encourag'd, and all Oppoſers thereot diſcountenanc'd ; and what more effetual Way can there 
be, than in fulfilling the Deſign of that Noble Gentleman, Sir Thomas Greſham, who out of a generous Love for this City, beſtow'd ſo great a part of his 
Eſtate, in founding a College tor the Advancement of Religion, and all other uſeful Learning. 

This, My Lord, beſides the Honour that will accrue to your Lordſhip and this Honourable Committee, from the Love you will thereby ſhew for Learn- 
ing, and the great Advantage it will be to the Youth ot this City, may be a Means to incite other Souls, no leſs Noble, to contribute to ſo glorious a Deſign; 
which we can never hope for or exp2R, whilſt the Deſign of Greſham College, is ſuffer'd to be thus groſsly abus'd, ſo publickly in the Face of all the World, 
by admitting Practices in the Protellors, fo diretly contrary to the Intention of the Donor ; and of this we have an Inſtance in Doctor Plume, who ſaw ſo 
plainly the Abulſes of that College , that for no other Reaſon, but fearing the ſame Ill Contlequences, he refus'd to endow this City, for which he had the 
greateſt Reſpect, with a Gitr of 1990 /, which he afterwards beſtow'd upon the Univerſity of Cambridge, in hopes that a greater Care would be there taken of 
It, as we can prove to your Lordſhip and this Honourable Committee trom undeniable Teſtimonies. 

+ That the Preſent Profeſſors do not perform their Duty, in reading the LeRtures in. Term time only, and not all the Term neither, is, with all Submiſſion to 
the better Judgment of your Lordſhip, and this Honourable Commiccee, preſum'd from that Paſſage of Sir Thomas Greſham's Will, which, aft*z he has given 
** Sons forthe enoice of Sev urers, ſays, that for their Encouragement, and more eaſie Performance of this Service, He had appexted, beſides the 
gearly Salary of 5o 1. to each Profeſſor, that they ſhould have the Poſſeſſion of his then Manſion-bouſe, Garden, and Appurtenances, there to inhabit, Hu, and daily to 
Read the ſaid ſeveral Leftures of Divinity, Aſtronomy, Muſick, Geometry, L1w, Phyſick, and Rhetorick : Which Words are ſo very plain, that ic was no little 
Surprize to us, to hear the Profeſſors, out of an Aſſurance of their Le:rning and Rhetorick (at the late Hearing before you) endeavour fo groſsly to impoſe 
upon your Lordſhip, and this Honourable Committee, who are much better Judges than themſelves, in pretending to prove, that by the Word daily ſhould 
be ſignified any thing elſe but every Day, or Day by Day, and that without quoting any one Author, which we deny they can, where the Word dailp 
ſpoken as it is in the Will, without any limited Term of Time mentioned, is us'd in any other Senſe, as they would falſly inſinuate : The Paſſage they quoted 
out of Stew*s Survey of London, being only to prove, that their preſent PraQtice has been a Cuſtom of long ſtanding, which we never denied ; but Srow don't 
there ſay,that Sir Thomas Greſham by his Will appointedit fo: He only,ſpeaking of the Cuſtoms then praQtiſed in this City, ſays, that they did then (at the time 
of the writing of his Book) read the Le&ures in Term-time, which we preſume is ot no Force at all, any more than what is written by one of the former 
Profeſſors, that during his Profeſſorſhip he did ſo. | 

But if we conſider from whence that Negle& might firſt ariſe, ic may reaſonably enough be ſuppos'd, that the length of Time, being more than 20 Years 
berween Sir Thomas Greſham's Death, and the Reading of the Lefures (occafioned by the Survival of his Lady, and certain Legacies that were to be firſt paid 
out of his Eſtate ) and beginning tco in an Age wherein Learning was not ſo much cultivated as now it is, might occaſion that want of Care in the then Lord 
Mayor and Committee, to ſee that part of the Will relating to the datIlp Reading of Lectures, fo duly executed as it ought to have been. 

From ſome ſuch Neglect as this it was, that th2 Cuſtom of ſo long a ſtanding, which the Proteſſors lay ſo great ſtreſs upon, firſt began : But ſhall they 
fon thence vainly imagine, that your Lordſhip's Predeceſſors negl2ting the Truſt repos'd in them, and by chat Means falling under the Imprecation Sir Thomas 
Greſham, in his Will, lays upon that Corporation that ſhall negle& the due Execution thereof, will be any Argument with your Lordſhip and this Honourable 
Committee, to ſuffer them to go on in their preſent Practice, ſo direRly contrary to the expreſs Letter of the Will : They ought rather to be aſham'd to plead 
a Cuſtom, as a Rule for your Lordſhip and this Henourable Committee, which was founded only by their own Predeceſſors, who in common Civility, had 
there been no Directions in the Will tor their Reading, ought to have apply'd themſelves to the then Lord Mayor and Committee for a Method : But ſince 
it is evident there are plain Directions in the Will, and the Execution thereof not being direQed to any particular Lord Mayor and Corporation, but to the 
Lord Mayor and Corporation for the time being ; it's humbly prefum'd that no Cuſtom, nor the Practice of Your Lord({hip's Predeceſſors, can be of an 
Authority with Your Lordſhip, and this Honourable Committee, ſince a Cuſtom tet 1p, chough of never fo old a Date, has ever yet been allow'd of in 
any Court of Judicature, 

If they had any better Plea, why did they not let us hear it ? Why did they not ſhew us,from the Reaſon of the Caſe, that Sir Thomas Greſham never intended 
dailp Reading of Le&ures, though the Will does ſay it ? Why did they not mention the Smalneſs of their Salary, being no more than 5o /. per Annum, and a 

ood Habitation, as a Conſideration too little for ſo great a Fatigue, as the Reading a Lecture halt an hour in a Week is? Theſe things, if they could have 
[2 prov'd, -might have been of ſome Force to prevail with Your Lordſhip and this Honourable Commirtee, to have paſt a Vote in their Favour : But they 
well knowing them to be Arguments that would have turn'd to their Diſadvantage, were Men of too much Cunning to take any notice of them ; but inſtead 
thereof weakly inſinuated, that the Practice of other Colleges, being only to read in Term-time, they are to do no more, notwithſtanding they are upon 
quite different Foundations ; which is an Argument ſo very abſurd, that we wonder they ſhould uffer it to Perſons of Judgment, ſuch as Your Lordſhip and 
this Honourable Committee, without fear of offending them : Were there indeed no Directions in the Will, it would be left to Your Lordſhip and this Honou- 
rable Committee, to appoint them a Method ; but that very Paſſage that grants them their Salary, ordering likewiſe dailp Reading, we hope Your Lordſhip, 
and this Honourable Committee, won't let them enjoy the Benefit of the former, without doing their Duty in the latter. 

Another Reaſon which we hope will prevail with your Lordſhip and this Honourable Committee, to oblige the Profeſſors to a Performance of their 
Duty, is the Authority a Will bears, and the great Reſpect that has always been allow'dit: My Lord Dyer uſed to ſay, That Wills were like As of Parliament, 
where the Teſtator is the Law-Maker, the Deviſe the Law, and the Fudges the Expoſitors: Now my Lord, your Lordſhip and this Honourable Committee being 
the Judges in this Caſe, and the Will the only Rule for you to go by, we hope your Lordſhip and this Honourable Committee will not paſs a Vote in Favour 
of the preſent Prattice of the Profeſſors, which from the Arguments aforeſaid, appears ſo direly contrary to the very Letter of the Will ; and ſince ſuch a 
Vote may be urg'd as a Precedent by a ſucceeding Lord-Mayor, and a Committee of leis Honour than your Lordſhip and the preſent Committee, to ſhew 
that they have a Power of altering what they think fit, and by that Means may ſubvert the Whole, to the great chiy amy of Learning, 

There are a great many other Arguments that might be produc'd againſt the preſent Practice of the Profeſſors, but what we have already faid, being 
thought ſufficient to ſatisfie all unprejudic'd Minds of cha Juſtice of our Cauſe, and there being none we preſume ſo malicious as to inſinuate we have any

T Having pleas'd God (in an Age, wherein many other Laudable 
Defi , been to good Purpoſe ſet on Foot, and brought 
to Perfe&ion) to ſtir up in the Minds of ſeveral ingenious Per- 
ſons, Citizens and others, an earneſt Deſire of improving them 
; ſelves, and each other, jn ſuch uſeful and ingenious Studies as 

might render them more accompliſh'd in their Profeſſions, and 
Beneficial in their ſeveral Stations and Employmentsz who 
having for that Purpoſe, (when they underſtood there were 
Leures at Greſham-Colledge) met in ExpeQation of hearing the 
ſame, at theuſual Times they were (aid to be read ; but finding 
themſelves diſappointed, and nothing perform'd, even at thofe 
Times, or atleaſt but ſeldom, and in ſuch an indifferent Manner when they did, as if the 
Profeſſors deſir'd to have no Company to attend them, but be wholly exempt, as they 
had formerly been, from taking any Pains at all: For, inſtead of a Free and Cheartul 
Performance, they came to their Work with that ReluQancy, and perform'd it in fo 
Night a Manner, as plainly manifeſted their Averſion to their Duty, and their Defire 
rather to have none, or a thin and ſlender Auditory, than a Numerous One. 

This Odd Behaviour put them upon an Enquiry into the Foundation of theſe LeQures, 
and what was left to ſupport and maintain them; and finding'the Noble Founder (who 
was a Perſon ot a great and Generous Soul,_) had affigned for that Purpoſe very liberal 
and ſufficient Stipends, they could not conceive he had appointed ſuch large Endow- 
ments, and ſo noble and ſtately a Manſion for theſe Profeſſors to reſide in, (as this 
Colledge appear'd to have formerly been) for no better End or Defign than what they ſaw, 
and what appear'd by the Courſe and Prafice of the Profeſſors; after which, enquirin 
further into the Donation it ſelf, they found that Sir Thomes Qreſham the Founder, ha 
by expreſs Words order'd and appointed, That Sever Perſons ſhould be nominatcd, and 
echoſen,(meet and ſufficiently kars's, Jto read LeFures of Divinity, Aſtronomy, Geometry, Law, 
Phyfick, Rhetorick and Muſick; appointing a Salary of 50 /. a Tear to each Profeſſor, 
and his Manſron-Houſe, Gardens and Appurtenances, there to inhabit, Study, and Patly to 
read the ſaid ſeveral LeFures, Whereupon, finding the Profeſlors declin'd ſo manifeſt a 
Duty, choofng rather by a ſhameful Negle&, to become obnoxious to the Cenſure of 
Ingratitude to ſo Generous a BenefaQor, than to forego an Eaſe which they had been fo 
Jong accuſtom'd to. The aforeſaid Gentlemen, did by their Humble Petition to the 
Right Honourable the Lord Mayor, and the Honourable Committee for managing the 
Afﬀairs of Greſhamr-Colledge pray, that the ſaid Grievance might be redreſs'd, the Wil put 

in Execution, and the Original Inſtitution reviv'd and reſtor'd: Which Petition re- 
ſpeting a Matter wherein the Honour and Welfare of this Renown'd City was ſo nearly 
concern'd, was thouFht fit to be laid before the Right Honourable the Lord Mayor, and 
Court of Aldermen, for their Peruſal and Approbation ; And the ſame wasby that moſt Ho-

None but ſuch Gentlemen as theſe would have imagined it reaſonable to produce an 
Author (thy' never fo true and impartial) that relates only what wasdone, or ſuppoſed to 
be done, at the Time he writes; yot what ought to [he done, and to ſet him vp in 
Competition with a iZ, by which both the City and Corporation of Mercers hold 
and maintain themſelves in the Poſl-thon of Sir 7ho. Greſham's Lands and Eſtate. 
This is ſo ridiculous and abſurd, that the bare meutioning thereof is ſufficient ro 
confute it. | 

Upon hearing the Petitioner's Allegations, and the I rofcfſor's Quotations, the Com- 
mittce after both Sides were withdrawn, entred upon the Debate z in which many of 
them acknowledged and ſtrenuovſly pleaded the Right of the Petitioners ; but others con-

con{iderable a Stipend ? Shovld it be asked him, why the Cup in the Celebration of the 
Sacrament of the Lord's Supper was by our firſt Reformers reſtored to the Laity, who by 
a long Cuſtom of many A;es had been deprived of it, when the Communion was celebrated 
only in one kind, He will be 1 bad Champion for the Reformation, that ſhali ſay, The 
Prieſts only ought to drink of the Wine, becauſe ſuch had been the Cuſtom for many 
Ages: He will rather ſay, The Communion ought to be in both Kinds, and the Wine 
ought to be given to the Laity as well as the Prieſts, notwithſtanding the aforeſaid long 
Cuſtom, becauſe our Lord and Saviour, by his lat Will and Teſtament, whereby he inſti- 
tuted the ſaid Sacrament, expreſly ſays, Drink ye all of it, And it this be a good Argu-

Notwithſtanding the Commiſſioners had before purchaſed two Houſes for 

the Habitation of the Miniſter of this New Church, yet they thoughr fit to 4go 4,,y, 

purchaſe another Houſe in Red Lion-ſtreet, Clerkenwel, of Mr. Michell, tor the 1724. 
very ſame Purpoſe ; and paid Mr. Michell 650 1. tor the Purchaſe thereot ;

injured, cannot by any Application whatlocyer, obtain any Allowance to be

The Pariſh Church of St. James's Clerkenwell, was always thought large 
enough, for the Reception of the Inhabitants reſorting thereto, and attend- 
ing divine Wotſhip therein. And the Chappel, in regard to the Situation 
of Place, or Strength of Building, 1s not fit to be made Parochial; the 
ſame being within 170 Yards, or thereabouts of the ancient Church Gate: 
and its Structure compoſed of an old decayed Chappel, ill repaired, contiguous 
and adjoining to inhabited Houſes ; the Wall on the North Side of the Chap- 
pel is the Party Wall of a Diſtil-Houſe, whereby it is much expoſed and liable 
to Accidents by Fire; and there is a Vault under the Eaſt End of the Chappel, 
which is the Inheritance of a private Perſon : and the South Wall aifo of the 
{ajd Chappel is. the Party Wall to adjoining Houles. 


The AQts dire the Building of Churches where they are the moſt wanted. 
Now it appears by the yearly Bills of Mortality, that - & two nearelt Pariſhes 
to Clerkenwel, (viz.) St. Sepulchres, and St. Giles's Cripplegate are much larger 
in reſpe& to the Number of Inhabitants, than St. JE Clerkenwel ; the tor- 
mer of which hath near twice the Number of Inhabitants ; and the latter 
near four times the Number : and yet neither of thoſe Pariſhes are provided 
for according to thefaid Ats. But the Pariſh of St. James Clerkenwel, is thought 
more proper to have a New Church, than either of the other Pariſhes, which 
are ſo much larger, and have ſo many more Inhabitants. 


By the Diviſion made by the Commuthoners or this Fariin, tnree tourth at 
leaſt of the rich Inhabitants are laid to the New Diſtrict ; and by the follow- 
ing Scheme of the Number of Houſes (according to the Overſeers Book) fett 
to the old Pariſh, and allotted to the New Diſtri&, it appears, that many 
more Houſes of greater yearly Rents, are contained in the ew Dittrict, than

And many of the rich Inhabitants who are allotted to the New DiſtriQ, 
dwell in Houſes very near, and fronting the Old Church, when others of poorer 
Sort, who live oppoſite, and nearer to the TRappen, are left to the Old Church : 
by which unequal Diviſion, the Old Pariſh will not be able to maintain a Mi- 
nifter of Worth and Chara&ter, without ſubjeQing themſelves to a Pound 
\ Rate, or ſome other burthenfome Modus, contrary to the Priviledge they now 
enjoy, under the Purchaſe above-mention*d; nor will there be a ſufficient Num- 
ber of fit Perſons left to ſerve the Parochial Offices there ; and the Highways, 
which are large, and very extenſive, being likewiſe left to the Old Pariſh, will 
be a further Burthen on the Inhabitants thereof,

with the Patrons tor ſettling tor ever the Right of Patronage to every 
New Church, by ſuch Ways and Means as is thereby dire&ed. So that 
ir is humbly hoped, that this Honourable Houſe will leave this plain and eaſy 
Method already chalked out by the Legiſlature, for ſettling the Right 
of Preſentation to this New Church, to be purlued according to the Diretti- 
ons of that Act, whereby the Properties of all Patrons are preſerved and can- 
not be taken away or prejudiced without their own conſent. 


And as to the Clauſe in the Bill for incorporating the Pariſh-Clerk of this 
New Church, into the Company of Pariſh-Clerks : It is to be obſerved, that 
this New Church hath not any Church-Yard, or Burying-Place belonging to 
it. And by the ARA, 10% Arze betore-mentioned, it is apprehended, that 
until a, perpetual Diviſion be made between the Pariſhes, according to the Di- 
reCtions of that AA, no regiſter of Births, Marriages, and Burials can be kept, 
within this New Pariſh: and until ſuch perpetual Diviſion be had, it is hum- 


w ans, there can be no neceſſity of —_—_ the Pariſh-Clerk of this 
ew Church to the Company of Pariſh-Clerks. 


The Pariſh of St. James Clerkenwel ſtill remains undivided as to all Rates 
whatſoever, which by the faid AQ, 10% Arne, are to be aſſeſſed and levied 
through the whole Pariſh, in the ſame Manner as if ſuch A& had never been 
made. And yet Mr. Michell, and ſome other Gentlemen in the New Diſtrict, 
have oppoled and conteſted the levying and colletting ſome Rates in that Di- 
ſtrict, and ſeveral Aﬀtions and Suites Foo been commenced againſt the Pa- 
riſh Officers for ſo doing, which have put the Pariſh of St. James Clerkenwel to 
very great Expences. And ſome of theſe Suites are now depending, notwith- 
ſtanding it hath been determined by the Court of Kzng*s Bench, againſt the 
Opinion of Mr. Michel, that all Rates are to run through the whole Pariſh, 
the New Diſtrict as well as the Old. 


For all which, and many other Reaſons, *tis humbly hoped that the Bill now 
depending ſhall not paſs into a Law, and that this Honourable Houſe 
will take the Caſe of the ſaid Pariſh into Conſideration, and not ſuffer, or 
even confirm the Diviſion, which hath been made by the Commiſſioners, as 
aforeſaid ; whereby private Ends can be only ſerved, which will conduce 


very much to the Burthen and Oppreſſion of all the Pariſhioners in the 
ſaid Pariſh.

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cerning the Allegiance which is due” to 
the King and Queer, that the minds of 
the people may be diſtrated by them ; 
eſpecially- if they ſhould © obſ&ve # that 
thoſe of the Clergy who have more oc- 
calion to enquire - into ſuch matters than 
other people, and whole Examples ought 


to have great authority , ſhould be fo far 
ofſelſed with theſe Scruples, that they 


{heuld rather chooſe to deſert their Sta- 
tions, than ſwear the Oaths required by 
Law ; I have thought ic intumbent on 
me , to lay this betore you in the beſt 
Light in which I could put it, in order 
to the ſatisfying of all thoſe. Objections 
which may ariſe upon this Occaſion. 

1. The importance of this Matter is too 
viſible to need any refleftions upon it to 
make it more ſenſible : it does not only 
concern you in your own particular, tho 
that is a conſideration in which the pre- 
ſent Intereft chat is of its ſide, may tempt 
a Good man to be a little jealous of ir : 
Yet, on the other hand, men that are in 
a ſtation, in which they may do ſervice 

to

to God, and the Church, and from which 
they cannot withdraw without doing a con- 
liderable prejudice. to the publick Peace ; 
and without ſhaking , as far as in them 
lies, the preſent Sertlement of the Na- 
tion z ought to conſider well the Grounds 
upon which they go, before they venture 
on the (erting themſelves againſt a Work, 
which in the whole progreſs of it has 
had many ſignal Characters of a favou- 
rable Providence conducting it ; and that 
gives us the faireſt beginnings of the moſt 
deſirable things that we can hope or wiſh 
for on Earth. 

It gives us all the ſecurity, that, hu- 
manely ſpeaking, we can look for, both 
for the Proteſtant Religion, and for Ci- 
vil Liberty. It is our preſent fence from 
the three .things in the World ; which, it 
they were alunder, ought to give us the 
greateſt terror ; but being now all joined 
together, if they | do not both unite and 
awaken us againſt ſo dreadful' an appear- 
ance, it looks like a Curſe from God up-

ny, An Jriſh Conquet and Maſſacre, and 
French Barbarity and Cruelty, [f our $a- 


vipur has denounced a terrible Woe againſt 


thole, who lay a ſtumbling Block before 
one of his Little Ones, nnder how much 


greater damnation do they fall, who lay 


luch a ſtumbling Block, as the refuſing the 
Oaths will be, before a whole Nation, and 
a Nation in whole Strength and Union , 
the ſecurity both of Religion and Liberty 
conliſts? A man that adventures on fo dan- 
gerous a thing, had need be very ſure that 
he is in all this matter in the right, other- 
wiſe he runs a riſque of fighting againſt 
God, if he {ſhould happen to be in the 
wrong. 
2. But all this may look like a pathe- 
tical aggravating of the Matter, unleſs it 
ſhould appear to be well ſupported. I go 
therefore in the next place to ſet before 
you thoſe Reaſons that ſeem convincing te 
me, even. though there were no. more to 
be ſaid for the preſent Settlement, bur 
that we have a Throne filled, and a King

- The bringing the 
ſtare of the Queſtion fo law, may ſeem ar firſt 
view not. to be of ſa much advantage-to Their 
Majeſties Title ; but ſince.

3. A Man may Lawfully promiſe to 
do every thing which he may Lawtfully do ; 
ſo that if it is Lawtful to. obey the King, it 
is alſo” Lawtul to promiſe to do. it, And 
therefore ſince it does not appear that any 
Perſons do doubt of the Lawtulneſs of obey- 
ing, it cannot with any colour of Reaſon 
be {aid ro be Unlawtul to promile it ; and 
if itis Lawful ro promile it, it is alſo Lawful 
to ſwear it; for an Oath being only the 
Sacred Confirmation of a Promiſe , we 
may Lawtally twear , every, thing that we

triay Lawfully promiſe : And as it appears 
that there lies no - juſt Objetion to the 
{wearing Obedience, fo there ariſes none 
from che Word Alkgiance, for that being 
in ics Orrginal Signihicaton, nothing bur 
the Service that a Vaſſal owed to the 
Chief Lord of the Fee, If the Kang is 
owned in Fatt to be our King, then he is 
the Lotd of the Fee, and by conſequence 
Mlkyinmet 'is due to him ; Allegiance being al- 
& wow Mm our preſent accepration, An 0- 
bedhience according to Law, that is to 1ay, not 
a Blind nor Abſolute Obedience, but ſuch 
#9 Obedience, as is defined and limitred by 
the Luw, then the Scruple that ariſes our of 
the Word Allegrance vanifhes. 

4. This is -cither true, or all theſe who 
tive upon a Continent, and thar are ſubject 
ro the Conqueſts and Invalions of their 
Newhbours 'muſt be'miſerable : For tho our 
Happy *Scituation has exempted us for a 
whole Age from fallmg .under any ſuch 
Difficulties ; yet this 5 a Caſe thar falls 
6ften- ore 1m all different States, which are 
6n theſame 'Conmnent ; 'for if Subjects owe 


their 
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their natural Prince ſuch an Obſtinace Allegi- 
ance, that neither Deſertion nor Conqueſt 
can diſſolve it, then in what a miſerable 
Condition muſt they be, when they fall 
under the Power of their Enemy, that ne- 
ver thinks himſelf ſeeure of them, but treats 
them ſtill as Enemies, till they ſwear Al- 
legiance to him. Now all the trae Max- 
ims of Government being ſuch , that they 
muſt tend” ro the Preſeryation and "not to 
the Ruin of Mankind, it is certain that all 
thoſe are 'falſe which tend to the jnevita- 
ble Deſtruction of Cities, and Societies ; and 
therefore this of an indiffeaſable Allegiance, 
muſt be reckoned: among theſe, fince the 
fatal Conſequences that muſt attend upon ir 
are evident, and this is the Opinion in which 
all who have conſidered 'this matter, either 
as Lawyers or Caſuifts do apree. 

5. If we conſider the & Hiftory of 
the Old Teſtament, m which there were 
much plainer Rules, -with relation to their 
Policy given by God - himſelf, than can 
be pretended to be given to Chriſtians ; 
we clearly ſee that after any Revolution 

B 2 that 
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that happened,» of which there are many 
Inſtances in the Hiſtory of the Ten 
Tribes, the People acquieſced always in 
the Poſleflion ; and! the Prophets that 'were 
among , them , never. charged chem wich 
this, nor required them to return back 
to thoſe Princes, or Families which they 
had ſhaken off. . It is true this is but a 
Negative. Authoriry ; yet, when we conli- 
der how particular. the Prophets are in the 
enumeration of their Sins, their ſilence on 
this Head is at leaſt a great Preſumption, 
that they. had not contracted much - guile 
on this account... The ſame may. be faid 
of the Obedience of thoſe in Judah to Atha- 
liah during her unjuſt and bloody Ulur- 


' pation ; which ſhews, that tho the Title 


of a Prince were manifeſtly Unjuſt , yer it 
may be Lawtul to cake . Protection under 
him, and that, in moſt States. cannot- be 
had without both giving Obedience, 'and the 
entring into ſuch engagements for ir, as are 
required by the Rules of that Conſtitution ; 
ſach was the making Covenants, with 
their Kings among the Jews ; ſuch was the 

| | Military 
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Military Oath among the Romans, and ſuch 
are the Oaths of Allegiance where the Fendal 
Law prevails. 

6. The Jews were. obliged by a plain 
and expreſs Law, Deut. 17. ver. 15. To 
fet a King over them from among their Bre- 
thren, and not to ſet a Stranger over them who 
was not their Brother; Here . was a poſitive 
excluſion of all Aliens; ſo that any Stran- 


ger that Reigned over them, could only 


be their King im Fat, but not - m Right : 
Yer in our Saviour's time the Romans, from 
granting the Jews theix Protection againſt 
the Kings of Syria, had ſo far extended 
their Authority, that not only the Race 'of 
the Maccabees, who had long Reigned over - 
them, was deſtroyed, but even the ſhew of 
Freedom which was left, while Herod, thar 
was Circumciſed and Allied to the Family of 
the Maccabees, was their King, was taken a- 
way, and Judea was reduc'd into the. form 
of .a Province :. and that bur, lately, when 
the Queſtion was put to our Saviour, Whether 
they ſhould pay Tribute to Ceſar or not > Upon. 
this our. Saviour: plainly determined for their 

obeying 
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obeying the Romans : And according to the 
Opinion ot almoſt all Interpreters, he 
drew his Argument for it from chis, That 
their Current Coin carrying Ce/ar's Super- 
ſcription upon it, this was an acknowledging 
of his Authority ; and that therefore the 
they had once ſubmitted ro Ceſar, they 
ought till ro render to him all that was his, 
that is to ſay, all that he was then polleſied of 
m Faft. This ſeems to be a very expreſs de- 
ciſion in this Matter ; and that even when 
the Poſſeſſion fell within the Memory of 
Man, ſo that it was not fortified by Pre- 
ſcription or Immemorial Practice , and 
when the Righteous Heir was known, and 
while the Phariſees kept up the Debate, by 
refuſing to own a Foreign and Idolatrous 
Amhority. Yet our Saviour, whoſe whole 
Dodtrine tended chiefly to ſecure the Peace 
of the World, decided plainly in favour of 
Poſſeſſion ; for-it were in deed a great Mile- 
ry, and would throw Men into vait Diſtra- 
ons if they were obliged w examame all 
Titles, and in every Revolution to pc- 
rh, for the fake of thole by whole 
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means they had like to have periſhed 
before. 

7. It is upon the ſame Reaſon that St. 
Paul, writing to the Romans, declares in fa- 
your of the Powers that were; a form of 
Speech not unlike ours , of the King for 
the trme bemg , whom he calls the Ordjyance 
of God, and he requires all Men to be ſub- 
jeft to them, We know very well what was 
the true Ancient Government among the 
Ramans, and thar not only the Rights of the 
People and Senate were as fully ſecured, as 
any thing could poſſibly be in any human 
Conſtitucon, but that by che Yalerian Law 
it was Lawful for any private Perſon to kill 
any iſtrate that Gould go about to 
inyade the Liberties of the People, and 
that the (Crime for which Catiln's Memory is 
held in \Deteftation ; proving more ſucceſs- 
ful in the hands of Julius Cefar and Auguſtus, 
they ibecame the 'U/urpers of the Liberties of 
their Country ; and though ſomeching like 
a .conſent was obtain'd from the Senate and 
People, yet it :is' evident -that -this was ex- 
rorted from them by force; . we alſo lee 


from 
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from all that remains ot Tiberins's Reign in 
Tacitus, that the Deſign which he conſtant] 

purſued, was to overthrow all that was letr 
of their Freedom; and to rob the People 
of ſuch of their Liberties as remain'd yet 
in their hands; ſo that it was a conſtant 
Progreſs of Uſurpation and "Tyranny ; and 
this was yet more barefac'd and blacker 
under Calizala ; yet when St. Paul writ to 
the Chriſtians of Rome, he is exprels in this ; 
That they ſhould not trouble themſelves 
with Inquiries into Titles, but ſhould take 
things as they found them, and conſider 
the State of the Empire under which they 
lived, as ſuch an effe&t of the Providence 
of God, that they ought wo be ſubject to 
it, and not reſiſt it : But this related only 
to the Chriſtians, who were neither con- 
cern'd in the Authority of the People, nor 
in. the Jurt{di&tion of the Senate ; ſo thar 
unleſs we will think that the Holy 
Ghoſt approved of the blackeſt and 
Cruelleſt Uſurpation that ever was, we 
muſt conclude, thac it is the Will: of God, 
that all . Private _ Perſons ought to be 
55%. ſubject 
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ſubje&ro/ that authority; . which is in - poſ- 
ſeſſion, and that prevails, in the places and 
rimes in whict:they live. on 
8. Ic 1s clear from the whole Hiſtory of 
the Church, -That the. Primicive Chriſtians 
underſtood this to be the DoQtrine of Chrilt : 
for notwithſtanding all the revolutions of 
the Empire; that were often ſealed with the 
blood of the Dethroned Emperour, they ad- 
hered ftilt ro'rhe poſſeſſion. -- And ſince we 
ſee by Tertwllian's Apologetick, as well as from 
ſeyeral other indications; that many of them 
were: jin the Army ,:they_certainly ſwore 
the: Military Oath - to' evety | one that pre- 
vailed, and were' never once ſo much as 
reduced toany (traits, much leſs put to:tron- 
ble: for | rheir; adhering, ro. the ,Dethroned 
Emperour, or for their-xefuſing ro acknow- 
ledge the :new one. | This appeared emi- 
nencly. in- the Caſe of Maximus who had 
murdered.

And when it is manifeſt thar- chis muſt 
occaſion the greateſt Ruine and Milecies 
poſſible ro chat Kingdom: And when a 
pretendea Heir was ſer up ia ſuch a man- 
ner that the whole Kingdom believed him 
ſpurious. [n ſuch a Caſe it canner be denyed, 
even according to the higheſt principles of 
Paſſive Obedience, T hat another Soveraign 
Prince might make War on a King fo abu- 
fing his power ; and that this was the Cale 
ia fact, will not be called in queſtion by 
any Proteſtant. So then here was a War 
begun upon juſt and lawful grounds, and 
a War being ſo degun,it is the uncontroverted 
opinion of all Lawyers, That the ſucceſs of a 
juſt War gives a lawful tile to that which 3s 
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acquired in the Progreſs of t. Therefore King 
James having lo Far funk in the War, that he 
both abandoned his Feople, and delerted 
the Government, all his Right and Title 
did accrue -to the King, in the right of a 
Conqueſt over him ; {o that it he had chen 
allumed the Crown, the Opinion of all 
Lawyers mult bave been on his fide : Bur 
he chole rather to leave the Matter to the 
Determination of the Peers and People of 
Exgland, choſen and aſſembled together wich 
all poſſible freedom, who did upon that-de- 
clare bim their King ; ſo that with relation 
to King James's Rights, he was veſted. with 
them- by the Succeſles of} a Jult War, and 
yet he was willing, with relation to the 
People, to receive the Crown by theis De- 
claration, rather than to hold it. in the Right 
of -his Sword : And- indeed which. way fo- 
ever that King 7ames's deſerting the Govetn- 
ment is turned, this Argument has much 
weight ; for it he' was forced to it, then 
here was a Conqueſt; and if ic was volun- 
tary, it was a wiltnl Deſertion : the Greac 
Seal's being calt into the Thames, is an un- 
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accountable part of it, and ſeems to impl 
this at leaſt, That either he did not chink 
of returning again, or that if he ſhould re- 
turn, that he would no more Govern 
the ſhew of Law, of which the Great Seal 
ſeems always to<carry ſome Prints. 


So that, in a word, the People of England 
being left without a' Government, and in 
the- Hanids' of one: that conld and! might 
have" affumed-it, and that: food fo near 
the immediate Succeſſion to- the Crown, 
wete reduced to the necefiity, either of con- 
cinuing--in'a State of Anarchy; for a Re- 
gency fort Life, which was oftered/by*thole 
who- except..to! the Oaths, though it-was a 
real divefting-of-King James Kb: our Alle- 
piance;: and the tranſlating; ir'to another, is 
no berter-in 'the-conftrudtion: of - the Law, 
ic having no legaF'Securiry ini © conduRt 
the Govetnment, ' or {o' much as to indem- 
nify thoſe chat-ſhould a&tunder-it ; of of re- 
rerningeback to ithar. Miſery which they 2d

or of ſailing themſelves upors ſich a legal 


Foun- 
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Foundation as might ſecure the Peace and 
Quiet of the Nation; and 1n all Extre- 
mities relating to the Government, that is 
always beſt which is ſafeſt ; and every Re- 
ſolution which is neceſſary to the Peace and 
Happineſs of the Nation, is upon that 
very Account Juſt and Good, becauſe it 
is neceſſary. 


And now I have gone over this Argu- 
ment, in all the Branches and different 
Views in which it may be ſet, and have laid 
before you the Reaſons that make me con- 
clude, that the Settlement now made, was 
founded on good Grounds, and that tho the 
Grounds were doubtful, yer that all the Sub- 
jects ought to be determined by the Deci- 
fion made by the Repreſentative of the 
Kingdom : And beyond all: this, that even, 
a Poſleſſion, without ſo great a Support, 
ought to quiet all Mens Minds, at leaſt fo far, 
that they ought to ſubmit and (wear to it 
without any Scruple. | Tr 

It remains that I ſhould ſay ſomewhat 
in Anſwer to theſe ObjeRions that may 

D 2 ariſe 
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ariſe againſt all this, the chief of which 
are taken from thole Oaths and En- 
gagements by which you were bound to 
King James and his Heirs: And from 
this, that Allegiance leems to be a perſo- 
nal Tie which binds you to him. during 
Life, and after his Death pafles to his 


Heirs ; bur if it is certain that. Allegiance 


is a Tie to a Prince, in conſideration of 
the Prote&tion which he gives, then, when 
he can no more protect thole who owed 
him Allegiance, they can be no longer 
bound to = but muſt give their Allegi- 
ance to him that proteCts them. | 


The very Term of Allegiance riſes our 
of the Feudal. Law, by which the chief 
Lord of a Fee, when he-made: any Grants 
ro- his Vaſſals, took them bound in confide- 
ration of theſe Grants to adhere to him, 
to defend his Perſon, and to aflift him in: 
kis Wars.; bur all this being done- by the 
V aflals in conſideration of the Fee that was 
granted, an Original Contradt is: plaialy im- 
p:i:d in ir; ſo that if, the Lord of the: 


Fee 
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Fee ſhould go to take away the Fee ir ſelf, 
or to change the Nature of the SubjeQi- 
on in which the Vaſlals were put by the 
firſt Grant, then the Oath which was ground- 
ed on it could not be ſuppoled to bind them 


any longer. 


Nor can any Man be bound to a Man's 
Heir before he. himfelf is Dead ; ſo that 
the Tie ariſing from the word Heir can ſig- 
nify nothing, till the Inhericance is opened 
by Death ; and in that Caſe we muſt re- 
turn to this, that Allegiance and Pro- 
te&ion being reciprocal, there can be no Al- 
legiance due, where there can be no Pro- 
tection given. In ſhart, the declaring of 
this Government, and the degrees of the 
Submiflion which the Subjects owe our 
Prince, and of the Perſon to whom their. 
Alleziance. is due, can only be made by. 
the Peers and. People of England: and 
when. that is done, you muſt reſt there, 
and give your ſelves no further trouble, 
otherways yzu take to your felves an Aus. 


thoriry. of judging in a Matter. relating to- 


your: 
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your Government, after thoſe who are 
the only competent Judges have decided 
It. 

This being then the true State of the 
Queſtion, it is now reduced to this, that 
ſince there is on the one fide, ſuch clear 
and apparent Reaſons leading us to obey, 
and that on the other fide there is nothin 
but an Opinion, that ſome Men whoſ 
Studies have never led them to examine, 
either the Nature of Civil Societies in Ge- 
neral, according to the Roman Law, or 


the Nature of the Engliſh Government 


from the Laws and Hiſtory of England, 
with that care that was Neceſlary, have 
taken up that there is an uncontroulable 


and Supream Power lodged with our 


Kings by a Divine Deputation, which ex- 
empts them from being called to an Ac- 
count, or reſiſted by their People, let their 
Violations of the Law be never ſo man 
or ſo eminent ; When, I lay, theſe two 
things are weighed the one againſt the 
other, it. ſeems very plain that , former 
muſt far down-weigh the other.

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I will not here enter into this Argument, 
that muſt carry me very far if I ſhould 
-once undertake ir; I have done it upon 
another Occaſion, and I will only add one 
thing in this Paper; That the Origj 
Articles of the Magua Charta granted by 
King John, is now in my Hands, with his 
Great Seal to it ; which has been ever 
fince that 'Time eſteemed the Meaſure of 
the Engliſh Governmeat; and by it, ic 
is exprefly provided ;

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And the Subjects are not only warranted, 
but required to enter into Aſſociations and 
Oaths fortchat Effet. This is an Evidence, 
that by che Ancient Conſtitucion of England, 


there was no ſuch irreſiſtible Autherity in 
our Kings, as ome have been inclin'd to 


imagine, 


Bur afcer all, if there be any who are (o 
polleſt with their preconceited Opinions, 


that they either cannot lay them dawn, or 


will not confeſs that they have been miſta- 
ken in their Notions of Politicks, theſe 
ought to be very ſure that they are in the 
Right, before they will adventure, as far as 
in them lies, to undernune and ſhake the pre- 
ſent Conſtitution. |

Since the beginning of this new Work , there hath been wrought and ſer up 37000 ſuperhcial 
Feet and upwards of old Stones for our-ſide Work, and 35000 Feet and upwards of new Stones, 
containing 3500 Tuns of new Portland Stones, and other Stones. In all which Works are contained 
8600 Rods of Rubble-work in the Foundations and in-fide of the Walls, each Rod being 272 
Cubical Feer, the whole making 20600 Tuns of old Rubble Stones , the Foundations ing 22 
Feet deep below the ſurface of the Church-yard, and inmany places 35 Feet deep. There hath 
becn ſpent in the ſaid Work 7500 Hundreds ef Lime, 400 Thouſands of Bricks, 4400 Tuns of 
Sand and upwards, beſides three times the quantity of old Sand fifred out of the Rubbiſh.

In purſuance of this His Majeſties pious intention, and that it may have its 
deſired effect, it will be requiſite not only to vindicate the piety of this defign, 

but alſo the neceſſity and reaſonableneſs of ſo general a Contribution towards 

the accompliſhing of it. For beſides the Objections againſt ſo good a work, 

proceeding from difaffeCtion to Religion in ſome, and from a covetous and ſor- 

did diſpoſition of mind in others, there are likewiſe theſe Two great prejudices 

againſt it, which have too far poſſeſſed the minds even of better diſpoſed per- 

ſons. ; 
I. That the ſumptuouſneſs and magnificence of Churches is not at all ſitable 

to the times of the Goſpel, nor according to the ſimplicity of the primitive 
Ciriſtian-worſhip. | | 

1 I. That the Church of St. Paxls, belonging only to the City an Dioceſs of 
London, ought to be r<built ſolely at their charge, without having recourſe 


to ſo extraordinary a way of ſupply and contribution from others who are no 
way concerned 1n it. 


Firſt, It is objeted againſt the work it (elf, That the ſumptuouſneſs and TL. 
magniticence of Temples, and ſo much ſplendor in the outward circumſtances 
of Gods worſhip, is Fewzſhand ceremonial, and not fo ſutable tothe ſpiritual na= 
ture and delign of the Goſpel, and the worſhip thereby required, which conſiſts 
in the inward purity of our hearts, and the devotion of our minds and fpirits: 
Nor ſo agreeable to the ſimplicity of the Primitive Chriſtianity , which in 
things of this nature contained it ſelf within the bounds of neceſſity and con- 
venience ; and therefore whatever is beyond theſe, may bw y be deemed ſuper- 
fluous, and might much better be employed in Alms and works of Charity. 

For the removal of this prejudice we may pleaſe to conſider, 

1. That the publick worſhip of God is a moral duty, founded in the light 
of nature, and the common reaſon of mankind. | 

2. That the publick worſhip of God, though it doth ſuppoſe and require in- < 
ward and ſpiritual devotion, yet as publick is neceſlarily external, and as ſuch 
ought to expreſs, in the beſt manner we are able, that inward honour and reve- 
rence which we pay to the Divine Majeſty : And therefore that the circumſtan- 
ces of it ſhould not only be decent, but very ſolemn and magnificent, thelight 
of nature ſeems plainly to require, and the Goſpel doth no where . ' 
And that rcſolution of David, that he he would not offer to the Lord his God 
of that which coſt him nothing 3, and the declaration which he afterwards made 
concerning the building of the Temple, that the Houſe which is to be built to 
the Lord muſt be x4; bo magnifical, was not a piece of ceremonial piety, but 
grounded apes a moral and eternal reaſon, of equal force in all ages and 
times, 2amely that which Solomon his Son gave to King Hiram why he defign- 
ed ſo magnificent a Temple, that it might be in ſome meaſure ſutable to t 
Greatneſs and Majeſty of that God who was to be worſhipped in it : The How 
( fayes he) which I build js great, for great is our God above all gods. Chriſti 
ans deed are not tyed to one place of worſhip, as the Fews were ; but the 
are obliged to honour God as much as they, and to declare their high rogers 
and «ſtecm of 1o glorious a Majeſty, by all outward fitting teſtimonics of refpeR 
and reverence.

3. That the mean eſtate and circumſtances of Gods publick worſhip in the 
a, my of Chriſtianity, was not the effect of choice but of neceſſity, and 
enforced upon Chriſtians by their poverty and perſecution; by reaſon where- 
of their worſhip was not only without ſplendor and magnificence, but with- 
out ordinary decency and the common conveniences of time and place z being 
uſually performed in the night, in Chambers, and Grotts, and ſecret places; 
not becauſe they ought this beſt, but becauſe they could then do no better: 
As they ſufficiently teſtified ſo ſoon as they were free from perſecution, when 
every where with great zeal they raiſcd ſtately ſtructures for the publick wor- 
ſhip of God, and ſpared no colt to that purpoſe ; believing it to be highly 
for the honour of Chriſt and his Religion, that men ſhould declare their re- 

ard to Almighty God and the fſolemnity of his worthip in this way. And 
Parely they who from the obſcurity and meanneſs of the places of publick wor- 
ſhip in the Primitive times, would draw a pattern for Churches in ſucceeding 
ages, may do well to confider, whether they would be willing that the pover- 
ty of the firſt Chriſtians ſhould be made the meaſure and ſtandard of mens 
eſtates 1n all ages ; becauſe the force of the argument from bare primitive ex- 
ample is the very ſame in both caſes. God is pleaſed to accept of that in caſe 
of neceſſity which he will diſdain where men have the ability and opportunity 
to ſerve him after a better manner : While the People of Ijrae! were in a 
perſecuted and unſerled condition, God was content that his Ark ſhould be 

laced in a Tabernacle ; but when he had gizen them reſt on every ſide, then 
avid, from the natural reaſon and congruity of the thing, concluded it fit 
#0 build a Houſe of reſt for the Ark of the Covenant of the Lord, and that ex- 
ceeding magnificent : And God approved of his intention, telling him. that he 
did well that it was in his heart to build ſuch an Houſe to the name of the 
Lord. | 

4. To warn us for ever againſt grudging at any extraordinary expence for 
the honour of Religion, as needleſs and ſuperfluous ; and eſpecially from cloak- 
ing our covetuuſnels with a pretcuce of charity to the poor: we may do well 
to conſider how ſeverely our Saviour reprehends his own Diſciples for mur- 
muring at that coſt which the devout woman beſtowed upon the Temple of 
his y in pouring upon it an Oyntment of fo you price : To what purpoſe 
( aid they ) 5s this waſte ? this Oyntment might have been ſold for much, and 
given to the poor. But our Saviour ſharply reproves this ſordid diſpofition of 
theirs; and what they called waſte, he calls a good work, ſuch as in its pro- 

r ſeaſon is no leſs pleaſing to God than charity to the poor. And to reſtfc 
1 high eſteem and acceptance of it, he took particular care to have it record- 
£d in the Hiſtory of his own Life, that together with his Doctrine and Mira- 
cles the memorial of it might be celebrated 1n all ages to the end of the world : 
hereby teaching us, that we ought, under the Goſpel, to honour God with 
our ſubſtance as well as to relieve the poor, and that magnificent acts of Pi 
have their place no leſs in the Chriſtian Religion than the molt liberal deeds of 
Charity. 


Secondly, It is objected againſt the general extent of this Contribution, That 
the Church of St. Paxls belonging only to the City and Diocels of London, 
ought to be rebuilt ſolely at their charge, without having recourſe to ſo ex- 
traordinary a way of ſupply from others who are no ways concerned in it. 

In anſwer to this Objedtion be pleaſed to conſider, 

I. That the Inhabitants of Londox were not only exceeding great ſufferers 
by the late dreadful Fire, but have ſince been at a vaſt and incredible charge 
in rebuilding of their own houſes and Pariſh-Churches, their Hoſpitals, Halls 
and Royal Exchange, and in ſeveral other publick works to the great honour 
and advanrage of the City , and to the wonder and aſtoniſhment of the world, 

| that , 


that in ſo ſhort a ſpace ſo great a City ſhould riſe ſo beautiful and glorious out 
of ſuch vaſt and diſmal ruines. : 

2. That the City of London and Counties adjoyning have done for ſeveral 
years, and ſtill do, towards this work, pay a particular Tax upon all the Coals 
brought into the Port of London : Belides which it is not doubted but they 
will be very exemplary in their voluntary contributions thereto, 

2. That the City of London hath ever been found very charitable and 
bountiful, upon all occaſions, towards the rebuilding of Churches and Towns 
in the Countrey, and the repairing of the fortunes of particular perſons, that 
have been ruined by the like calamity of Fire : For which cauſe they hope it 
will not be thought unreaſonable m them, for once to crave and ho aſ- 
ſiſtance of the Countrey upon ſo preſling and extraordinary an occalion, when 
they areutterly unable alone to ſupport the burden and to defray the mighty 
charge of ſo great a work. 

4. That the rebuilding of this Church is of very publick concernment, and 
the whole Nation in ſome ſort intereſted in it. Our Kings have uſed upon ex- 
traordinary occaſions to reſort to it, there to pay their ſolemn acknowledge- 
ments to Almighty God for publick bleſſings and deliverances granted to this 
Nation: And the Preachers there have always been particularly appointed and 
choſen from both the Univerlitics of this Realm, and from all parts of the King- 
dom. And the glory of the work will alfo redound to the whole Nation ; to 
which it will not only be a ſingular ornament, but likewiſe a ſtanding monu- 
ment of the publick affection and zeal of this Proteſtant Kingdom to piety and 

ood works. 
, Which laſt conſideration ought to have the. greater force with us, becauſe 
at this time, as much as ever, the Proteſtant Religion ſtands upon its reputatt- 
on, and ſtands in need of it too. And therefore every one ought, with more 
than ordinary zeal, to be concerned for the carrying on of this work ; not on- 
ly for the honour of our Nation and the credit of our common Chriſtianity, 
but alſo of our Reformed Religion : That there may be no pretence to up- 
braid us that error and ſuperſtttion could make men more zealous of good 
works than the Doctrine of the true Religion 3 and that 'our Adverſaries of 
Rome may be convinced, that our Piety is as generous and charitable as theirs, 
but would not be ſo arrogant and preſumptuous ; and that whilſt we diſclaim the 
merit, yet we do moſt tiedfaſily feos the obligation and neceſlity of good 


works.

Several Thouſands of His Majeſty's SubjeRs are born and do die annu- 
ally in the whole Pariſh of Szeprey, as it 1s now undivided, as may appear by 
the Bills of Mortality, and the moſt populous Parts are at a great Diſtance 
from the Church, whereby the Inhabitants are at a very great Charge, both 
to Chriſten their Children and Bury their Dead; and it is well known, the 
Pariſh-Church will not contain the Twentieth Part of the Inhabitants living, 
nor the Church-Yard, Inter the Dead with decency. 

IV. To make up for want of Room in the Pariſh-Church, Tabernacles have 
been ereQted in ſeveraleParts of the Pariſh in Spzrrle- Fields, in particufar there 
are Two, which have coſt to maintain them, fince the Foundation of the New 
Church hath betn lay'd, above 3o0ool. and are now in a ruinous Condition, 
and ready to fall down. The lice Uſe of theſe New Churches would relieve 
the Hamblets from the great Expence and. Hardſhips, under which they labour 
inall theabove Articles of Chri/fnings, Buryals and Tabernacles, and thereby the 
better enable them to provide forthe Poor, which are very numerous. 

V. The Petition which hath been preſented to this Honourable Houſe, was

This Clauſe, it is humbly apprehended, will be very unequitable ; for this will oblige one 
Man to pay another Man's Debt, or, in Courſe, it will center upon the Landlord, and 
maYy be very prequdicial to him z for he of neceſſity muſt clear the Tythes, or have his 
Land-or Houſes unoccupied, for no new Tenant will pay an old Tenant's Debt ; and that 
may raiſe a Difficulty, and be an Obſtruction in railing the Land-Tax, by no Diſtreſs 
being to be found for the ſame : And altho? ſuch Deficiency or Arrear ſhould be but ſmal], 
yet 1n Pariſhes where ſo many Thouſands of ſmall Tenements are, as theſe Pariſhes chiefly 


conſiſt of, One Shilling'is as much to an Occupier there, as a Pound is to the Inhabitants 
in the Strand. 


And it muſt needs be a very great Hardſhip for a Landlord to pay, when his Houſes 
ſtand empty, and he reaps no Profit, but on the contrary his Houſes are running to Ruin : 
And as this will render Eſtates in ſmall Tenements of little Value, fo it will cauſe the 
Quota's of the Land-Tax to run very high in the ſaid Pariſhes on thoſe Eſtates which are 
better. 


And whereas Leave is given to bring in a Clauſe to ſubje&t all Improvements by Build- 
10gs within the City of Weſtminſter and Suburbs of the City of London, to pay as Build- 
ings do on old Foundations, as appears by the Votes of the Honourable Houſe of Com- 
mons, of March 13, It is humbly apprehended, if ſuch a publick Clauſe as that ſhould be 
accepted and inſerted in a Bill as this is, that a great many Subjeas within the 
City of Weſtminſter, and Suburbs of the City of London, which contain many Pariſhes, 
may unwarily be defeated of their Rights and Properties, and their Eſtates, which are 
capable of being improved, ' be invalid, to the great Prejudice of the common Good for a 
great many Lands are ſubject only to Modus's, and when purchaſed, purchaſed with that 
View z and Builders will not give fo large a Ground Rent for Land to build on, when 
they know that the Tenth Part of their Money laying out muſt go to the Prieſt. 


For which Reaſons (among others) it is humbly hoped, that the aforementioned Clauſes in 
the Bill may be amended, and the direfed Clauſe omitted : Or, That the Petitioners 
may have ſuch other Relief as this Honourable Houſe ſhall, in their great Wiſdom 
think meet.

N. B. 'The Clauſes of theſe two laſt Acts make the Caſe quite different from all other En- 
dowments that have been made, as mentioned in a Paper, intitled, Ain Account of Endows 
ments by a Pound Rate : For in thoſe Days there was no Proviſion made for Miniſters by 
any Fund whatſoever, as is provided for by the ſaid two Acts. Bur it is obſervable, That 
by the Statute of the 5th and 6th of //. and M. which took lapping from 1 bitechapel, 
the ReCtor was allowed but 100 /. per Ann. And by the Statute of Car. II, Ch. 19. which 
took Shadwell from Stepncy, the Rector had but 120 /. per Ann. And thele were both in lieu 
of the ſmall Tythes and Eaſter Offerings. 

Therefore 'tis humbly hoped, that what will be given out of the Coal-Fund Money to the 
two new Pariſhes of Spittlefields and Wapping, may be in lieu of the ſmall Tythes and Eaſter 
Offerings ; And that there may be no Pound Rate ſertled npon the Inhabitants, the greateſt 
Part of them being but a middling ſort of induſtrious People, and find the Pariſh Books 
come often enough to their Doors already. 

N. B. The Inhabitants of the Strand have had a long Law-Suit about their Church 

Rate, cocaſion'd by the Select Veltry.

And Dr. Welton, the late Retor of Whitechapel, has 
made it his Buſineſs to ruin and deſtroy his Lecture 
there, having appointed one Mr. Sutton to preach 
every Thurſday in his Church, and prevail'd with grear 
Numbers of the Pariſhioners ro ſubſcribe ro his 
Le&ture, and Perſons go from Houſe to Houſe ever 
Quarter, ro make a Collection for him for alchough 
Mr. Sutton hath fince provd a Nonjuror, yer the 
Lecture goes ſtill in his Name, and he provides Per- 
ſons to preach it: By which Methods Mr. Shute's 
Lecture is very much reduced, and is like ro grow 
leſs and leſs every Quarter; ſo that by the unkind 
Trearment of theſe two Doctors, he has loſt nezr 
Two Hundred Pounds per Annum.

T H E accidental Poor of the ſaid Upper-Hamblet are of late very much increaſed, they 


being now above Eight times as many as they were a few Years ſince ; and the Pen- 
fion-Poor and Nurſe-Children, are alſo very much increaſed, and the Charges of the 
Repairs of the High-ways in the faid Upper-Hambler, is alſo very great, and rauch 
increaſed, there being a very Great and Wide Road leading through the ſame, out of the Coun+ 
try into London, which is very much worn. And there is in the ſaid Upper-Hamblet, a Street 
againſt the Church and Church-Yard to Pave, which is Twenty Rods long, and half the 
breadth of the High-way, which was formerly Paved by an A& of Parliament, made in the 
Two and Thirtieth Year of Henry the Eighth, which hath run to Ruine, and hath been of 
late Years Gravelled with the reft of the High-ways, to ſave the Charges of Paving, And 
there is now an Order of Seſſions to Pave it again ; which of Neceſſity muſt be done. And 
whereas the Repairs of the High-ways in the ſaid Upper-Hamblet, formerly did not coſt above 
Eighteen Pounds per Amnum, and the Principal Inhabitants did not pay towards the ſame, above 
Twelve Pence a Piece by the Year, the Gravel being then dug upon the Common, the Repairs of 
the ſaid High-ways did laſt Year, amouar unto the Sum of Two Hundred Twenty Six Pounds, 
Six Shillings and Two Pence ; as appears by the Surveyors Accompts, they being then con-+ 
ſtrained (as they muſt alſo for the future be) to buy Gravel for the ſame. | 
-» That by ſuch Charges of Repairs as aforeſaid, the ſaid Inhabitants are not only yery 
already impoveriſhed, but they are by ſeveral AQts of Parliament obliged to Repair the 


High-ways, better than they have of late been done ; and not only fo, but they are alſo by 


an Order lately made by the Bench of Juſtices of the Peace, obliged to Repair more High- 
ways, and particularly one High-way of Eighty Rods and upwards, which leads to the 
Hamblet of Wapping White-Chapel, which was not uſed to be Repaired by the Pariſh of White- 
Chapel till theſe Two Years laſt paſt, the Charges of doing all which will contribute a great 
deal more to Impoveriſhing of the ſaid Inhabitants ; and ſhould the Hamblet of Wapping be 
made a diſtin& Pariſh, it would exceedingly Load and Impoveriſh the faid Inhabitants by 
depriving them of the Contributions (which were conſiderable) of the ſaid Hamblet of Wap- 
ping towards the Repairs of the High-ways aforeſaid, the ſaid Hamblet of Wapping (which 
about Twelve Years ago (according to the Computation in the Books of the Hearth-Money) 
did contain as many Houles within Thirty Five, or thereabouts, as the ſaid Upper-Hamblet 
did) containing now above One Third part of as many Houles as the {aid Upper-Hamblet 
doth. 

By making the ſaid Hamblet of Wapping adiſtint Pariſh, the ſaid Upper-Hainblet would 
be yet further loaded with the Repairs of the Church of White-Chapel, the ſaid Hamblet of 
Wapping having of late Years paid Twelve or Fourteen Pound a Year for their Proportion of 
the Repairs of the faid Church ; which thereby will all fall upon the ſaid Upper-Hambler,

By making the ſaid Hamblet of Wapping a diſtin Pariſh, the ſaid Upper-Hamlet will 
ſuſtaia ſuch Coſt and Damage as aforeſaid, without any conſiderable Benefit, if any ar: Wl ac- 
cruing tothem in Recompence thereof, for that whatſoever the Charges of the Paving of the

That by another A& of the 1/t of King James the 11d, a Clauſe 
was added to rebuild and perfect the ſaid 51 Churches. | 

That for the more expeditious and convenient aflembling of the 
Inhabitants to Divine Service, only the North Side fronting Lom- 
bard-ftreet was rebuilt, but the Eaſt End adjoining to Her Maje- 
ſty's Poſt-Office, with the South Side, Weſt End, and Tower 
thereof, were not rebuilt. | 

That by the Opinion of able Surveyors, the ſaid Eaſt and Weſt 
Ends, South Side, are become ſo decayed, weak, and ruinous, 
that from the Danger of the falling, above two Thirds of the In- 
habitants dare not come to Divine Service ; and thoſe that do are 
under great Apprehenfion of Danger. 


That for Relief they applyed themſelves to the Honourable 
Houſe of Commons in the Year 1706, who were then pleaſed to 
add a Clauſe in their Favour to the Bill for finiſhing St. Paul's, 
which by reaſon of ſome Amendments made by the Houſe of 
Lords, and want of Time, did not paſs into an Act. 

That the Danger and Fear of the Inhabitants daily increaſing, 
they did procure a Survey by the City-Surveyors, upon whoſe 
Report of the apparent Danger from the weak Condition of the 
old Walls, the Inhabitants, by Advice of the Surveyors, were ob- 
liged to put Shores to ſupport the weakeſt Parts of the Church, 


eſpecially to the deficient Beams ; yet nevertheleſs many whole 
Families dare not aſſemble at divine "ui 


It is therefore humbly hoped, That the Honourable Houſe of 
Commons will give them ſuch Relief in the Premiſes, as the

To the Miſrepreſentations of his Plan for Black-Friars Bridge, con- 
rained in a late anonymous Pamphlet, addreſſed to the Gentlemen 
of the Committee for building a Bridge at Black-Friars. 


R. SMEATON having been treated in a very ungenerous manner, 
by the author of a late anonymous pamphlet, is adviſed by his friends to 


take ſome notice of the principal charges laid againſt him : for, however 
deſirous he is of avoiding altercation, about things of this nature, and with one, 
who at the ſame time, he does not ſcruple to make very free wittr the names 8nd 
characters of other perſons, is aſhamed to avow his own; yet things roundly affert- 
ed, that ſtand uncontradifted, however abſurd in themſelves, will yet be believed 
by thoſe who do not enquire further than the ſurface, and which frequently influence 
the conduct of thoſe that do. Without entering into a minute detail, the principal 
charges are as follow : 1 
1. That he has delivered in a deſign weaker than all the ref. 

2. That his curve is an ellipfs. | 
. That his arches, of whatever kind, are fo flat, and the piers ſo narrow, that the 
arches would overſet the piers, if ſtanding ſingle. . . hx, 2 ; 
. That for remedying this, Mr. SMEaToN has propoſed to build all the arches 
together. : 
, That his arches are ſo thin, as to deviate from the opinion and experience of all

. That to the convenience of an eaſy png over the bridge, he has ſacrificed 
the paſſage under it, and not ſtruck the juſt medium between one and the other. 

10. That at high water, his great arch would make ſuch an ge with the horizon; 

that no boats or barges can paſs any where, but in the mi inſormacks that 
an arch of ſeventy feet wide, if of the ſame height, would afford as great 4 
conveniency in this particular. | 

11. That he has omitted drawing high water mark upon his deſign, that thoſe who 

look at it, may have only the molt favourable idea. 

12. That he has propoſed to build his piers in an impracticable method. 

Firſt Anſwer, Mr. SME A TON has ſuppoſed, that the principal ſtrength of a bridge 
conſifts in its foundation; that this being well ſecured, the ſuperſtructure, if builr 
upon juſt principles, ſeldom fails; that the broader the baſe, the more ſecure, and the 
teſs the weight upon a given baſe, the leſs liable to finkings and ſettlements ; in con- 
ſequence, Mr. SMEaToN's piers being twenty-five feet broad in the ſtone work at 
their baſes, though miſrepreſented as fifteen only, being the largeſt in proportion to 
the incumbent weight ; the ſtrength of this bridge, as to its foundation, will be the 
ſtrongeſt of all the reſt. With reſpeCt to his arches, having choſe ſuch a figure for them 
as having no tendency to vary their original form, either by their own gravity, or the 
incumbent load, they admit of being made of the leaſt thickneſs poſſible with the 
ſtrength required, which proves a double eaſement to the baſes of the piers, not only 
by ſaving weight in the arch itſelf, but of a great load of rubble work neceſſary in the 
haunces, in order to preſerve the form of the arch when unnatural : For as an up- 
right pillar, though of a ſmall ſize, will ſupport a greater load than a twiſted or curved 
one, though of much greater bulk ; ſo-an arch, that has a tendency to perſevere in its 
original figure, is ſtronger than a much thicker arch, which, from its figure, tends to 
diſſolution, and requires artificial helps for ſupporting thereof ; for theſe reaſons, 
though Mr. SME Aaron's deſign requires the leaſt quantity of ſtone, he does not admit 
that it 1s the weakeſt. 

Secondly, His curve is not an ellipfis, but a ſegment of a circle from one center only, 
ſo far as his arch reaches, or has any lateral preſſure; as to the /pringer ſtones, the 
joints of which lay horizontal, and make part of the pier, he has given them a different 
ſweep, t9 break the angle, that otherwiſe would be made between the ſegment and the 


upright 
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upright of the pier ; but if it ſhould be thought that this alteration has no preference, 
in wo of appearance to the common way of . ſpringing ſegmental arches, the ſame 
arch may be continued through the /pringer ſtone, till it meets the upright of the 
pier, which will ſave in the conſtruction of the pier a very few cubick feet of 
ſtone, employed in the filling up, or rounding off this angle ; and then his middle 
arch will be the common ſegment of one hundred and twenty degrees, and the ſame 
as in his original plan, made in 1754, alſo laying before the committee. Mr. 
SMEATON begs leave to obſerve, that no center 1s intended to be employed, till the 
piers adjacent are raiſed to high water mark, and then are employed to turn his ſeg- 
mental arch only. He muſt alſo further obſerve, that no ellipſis can be made with any 
jons dr ſegments of circles whatever, no more than circles can be made by any al- 
of right lines : that all figures made up of portions of different circles, are 
deſcribed cach part ſeparately, from its own particular center ; whereas an ellipſis is a 
continued ſweep from two centers at a time. That an humble imitation of an ellipſis 
is commonly practiſed by joiners and plaiſterers, made up of ſegments of circles, from 
different centers, which they call an oval; bur this is ſo very imperfe&, that not ap- 
ing as a fair curve, even to a moderate eye, the better — in thoſe branches 
uſe what is called by them, a !rammel, by which they deſcribe their ellipſes, as they 
ht to be, from two centers at a time, and which 1s done upon the ſame principles 
as the elliptical compaſſes, ſold in mathematical inſtrument-makers ſhops : laſtly, that 
| - SMEATON has made uſe of a curve in ſhaping theſe ſpringer ſtones, dif- 
. ferent from that of the incumbent arch, yet this compound curve differs ſo much from 
what is intended as an imitation of an ellipſe, that no impartial perſon who looks at 
his plan, can ſuppoſe he ever intended his arches to have any reſemblance to ellipſes; 
as will further appear from his own account of his arches, delivered before elliptical 
arches were attempted to be brought into diſgrace. 

Thirdly, As the only reaſoning that appears upon this head, is taken from a ſuppo- 
fition of Mr, SMzaTon's piers being only fifteen feet at the bottom, inſtead of 
twenty-five ; the fa&t being miſtaken, the reaſoning depending upon it, muſt fall of 
courſe. The queſtion therefore at preſent, is, not whether more or leſs elevated arches 
have more or leſs lateral preſſure, but whether the piers that Mr. SMz aToN has pro- 

ſed, are capable uf rchiſting fngly, the arches that he has propoſed. In order to 

ow this, as he does not know that the quantity of the lateral preſſure of arches, 
under different circumſtances, have ever been truly and clearly determined, he dili- 
gently applied himſelf to this work, before he determined the thickneſs of his piers ; 
and having ſucceeded herein equal to his wiſhes, he has given ſuch a ſize and form to 
his middle piers, as will reſiſt ſeveral hundred tons more lateral preſſure, than the 
middle web will exert thereon, and this he declared before the committee : and 
therefore, 

Fourthly, To charge him with an acknowledgment, that his arches would not ſtand 
independant of each other ; and in conſequence, that he propoſed to build all his 
arches together, is equally abſurd and ungenerous. 

Fifthly, That the chicknef of his arches are ſuch, as have been made uſe of by 
thoſe who have ſhewn great ſkill in bridge building, and whoſe judgment time has 
evinced to be right, many examples of which he can produce. 

Sixthly, That as a piece of archite&ture, Mr. SME AaToN ſtudied to avoid every or- 
nament that did not naturally ariſe out of the ſubje&, looking upon ſimplicity to be 
the greateſt beauty ; this he apprehends to have been the rule of the Greeks, utility 
and a fitneſs of parts being ſtrictly attended to; for this reaſon, as the ancient orders 
are not applicable to —_ as ſuch, ornaments borrowed therefrom have always 
been uſed very ſparingly, both among the ancients and moderns ; even the Gothick 
builders, who ſeemed to have ſtudied a profuſion of flouriſhes, when they ſet abour 
to build bridges, ſtrictly adhered to the ſithple and chaſte ;z yet herein ce. Aer ſhewn 
great taſte and judgment in many inſtances, in the lightneſs of their work and ow 
cipal dimenſions ; from whence ariſes, as Mr. SME ATON apprehends, a kind of cle- 
gance, that ſtands in no need of ornament drawn from foreign ſubjeQts. 

Seventhly, Mr. SME AaTON being acquainted with what GauT1zR has publiſhed, 
on the ſubje&t of bridges, it would have been very eaſy to have made his arches ſemi- 
circles, their thickneſs one fifteenth part of the ſpan, and to have made the piers, one 
fifth of the width of the opening, from his table : but as authors are not agreed upon 
theſe points, and as GAUTIER has not ſupported his own opinion i" Pomwnn 
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foundation, than by ſtriking a medium among the opinions and praftices of what has 
fallen under his notice; and as Mr. SMtaTon has obſerved very different dimen- 
fions having been uſed with equal fucceſs, he thought himſelf at liberty, rather to 
form his dimenſions from his own experience and obſervation, than from GavuTitr 
and in the doing this, he has found the means of ſaving to the city, at leaft one third 
of the tunnage of Portland ſtone, that would be neceſſary upon GauTtzx's rules ; 
which had Mr. SME AToNn applicd, he then would andoubr y have met with repre- 
nenſion from this author, that inſtead of ſtudying and producing a complete piece of 
mechaniſm, he had implicitly copied his dimenſions from one who had laid them down 
by rule of thumb, without any ſolid foundation at all. Mr, SMz aTow has therefore 
only one refleftion to make hereupon ; that if the ſucceſs that has hitherto attended 
his undertakings, is inſufficient to produce any reliance upon his judgment, in'z4mat- 
ter that he has made his ſtudy, that he is not the proper perſon to be employed or this 
accafion z but that it is neceſſary to find out and mpg. ſorne other perſof,, whoſe 
greater experience and ſucceſs in difficult undertakings, ſhall have produced a greater 
reliance from the public upon his judgment ; for certainly this is not a fubje&t for 
Tyro's to try their ſkill upon. | 

Eighthly, He ſays himſelf he knows ſomething of this art, as aquatick buildings, of 
which he takes bridges to be a ſpecies, is his profeſſion, and has been his ſtudy for 

many years; but at the ſame time he does not profeſs the ornamental parts of archi- 
teEture, as not relative to thoſe ſubjefts. 

Ninthly, That this is a downright miſrepreſentation, as Mr. SMzaTon's land 
arches are thirteen feet, and his middle arch twenty-ſix feet above high water mark, 

which are within the limits this gentlemen has been pleaſed to preſcribe, 6 and 7. 

Tenthly, What is here aſſerted, is either a wilful or an ignorant blunder; for if an 
arch of a leſſer circle, riſes to the ſame height as an arch of a larger, the larger will 

always afford more room at any given diſtance from the middle ; which demonſtrates 
that the writer of this pamphlet, and thoſe that have been employed to look it over, 
are either unacquainted with the firſt principles of geometry, or they care not what 
15 aſſerted. 

Eleventhly, Mr. SME aToN having terminated the ſolid of his piers, at ſixteen feet 
above low water mark, thought this a ſyfficient direCtion for findin S the high water 
mark, without drawing a line there. | Wet AA CIIORS <4 

Twelfthly, That Mr. SMzaToN propoſed and recommended the-laying the foun- 
dation of his piers upon the dry, as the beſt and only ſure method where it can be 
practiſed ; and this he propoſed to do by a method, not invented by ViTzxuvivs, 
but by himſelf; and IT have was made tryal of, either at Weſtminſter bridge, or 

in the Green Park, and conſequently every thing that has been advanced in relation 
thereto, 1s not at all to the purpoſe : this he is ſure of from experience, that it is the 
beit method of founding the abutments, may be practiſed in ſome of the piers, and 
that there is great reaſon to think, will equally ſucceed in all; and as gradual tryal 
thereof, will demonſtrate how far it can be practiſed with ſecurity, and will by no 
means obſtru& the putting other methods in practiſe, where it may not appear to an- 
ſwer, it is certainly worthy of tryal; and in this light only Mr. SMzaTon propoſed 
it, not precluding himſelf from the building in Caifſons, the praftice of which he has 
frequently been eye witneſs to at Weſtminſter, and notwithſtanding what has been 
urged by this author, he believes that thoſe who are acquainted with him, will give 
him credit for underſtanding of what he ſees of this kind, as well as the extent and 
application of his own inventions. ; 

This author in his concluſion, by way of ſumming up the evidence, gives a table 
of dimenſions as relative to the plans of Meſirs. MyLnz and SMEATON, in which he 
has given miſrepreſentations of both; of Myine's, in giving one foot too much to 
the Jain of his piers, and one foot little to the thickneſs of his arch; if the ac- 
counts he has given thereof, p. 28 Fry 46, may be credited ; and of SMEATON'S, in 
making the bale of his piers ten feet too little. From theſe premiſes he concludes, 
that there 15 as much difference in point of ſtrength, as in point of dimenſions; and 
that as Mr. MyLNt has propoſed to put joggles 1n the joints of his arches, that Mr. 
MyL1xe's plan muſt greatly ſurpaſs Mr. SMEATON's, in point of ſtrength. Now, as 
Mr. SMEATON does not admit joggles in a good arch to be of uſe, nor that hgh 

ways 
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always increaſes in proportion to the quantity of materials; but on the contrary, that 
a lefler quantity, ſo diſpoſed that every part may take its bearing to the greateſt ad- 
vantage, will often be ſtronger than a greater; ſince bridges are moſt liable to failure 
from their foundations, ſince the baſes of Myixz's and SMzaTox's are equal, and 
the weight of materials of Myixz's greatly ſurpaſſes that of SMtaTox's, it follows 
that MyLxe's will be more ſubject to ſfinkings, ſettlements and failure at the founda- 
tion, and conſequently weaker. If therefore Mr. SMzaTox's deſign promiſes the 
ones duration, has all the advantages of paſſage over and under, conſiſts of the 
quantity of materials, and can be built at the leaſt expence, 1t certainly is the 
.moſt compleat as to its mechaniſm; and as it is of the largeſt ſpans, and yet 
of the lighteft dimenſions, it cannot. be unpleaſing as an objeft, when ſeen at its 
oper diſtance, and from whence all ſmall ornaments would be confuſed or totally 
(ot Yer Mr. SMraTox muſt obſerve, that light and fimple as it is, it will cott 
one hundred and fifteen thouſand pounds, which borders pretty near upon one hundred 
and twenty thoutand, the ſum aſcertained in Parliament upon his original eſtimate, 
and to which ſum he looked upon himſelf as confined. 
And now, as this pamphler the evident ſignatures of being calculated for the 
9 oy of decrying Mr. SutaTox's deſign, and charafter as an artiſt, in order to 
Mr. MyLixe's thereupon, Mr. SMEaTOox might be tempted to retaliate by 
making himſelf as free with the ce of Mr. MyLxE, as this author has been 
with Mr. SMtaTox's: but as Mr. SMEaTux can hardly perſuade himſelf, that Mr. 
MryLiNxz himſelf - could approve of treatment fo unworthy of a gentleman, or an 
artiſt, he therefore leaves with him this alternative, either to publiſh the name of the 
author, or publicly diſavow the whole ormance; otherwiſe, Mr. SMtarTox muſt 
look upon Mr. MyLxe to be himſelf the author of this ungenerous pamphlet.

dings: For in the larger and common name (and as it 1s, and hath uſually been joyned 

in the buſineſle of Militia) it containeth 8 Pariſhes, viz. 0laves, Saviours, 1homas, Georges, 
Magdalen, Bermondſey, Mary Newington, Rotherhith and Lambeth. Whereas but the 3 Parilhes of 0/aves, 
Georges .Thoxras, and a part of Saviours, are ſtritly and properly the Borough of Southwark , and ſoare 
charged in the Aſleſments of the County at almoſt one fourth part of the whole ſum laid by thePar. 
liament on the County of Surrey. The other fore-mentioned Parithes and places, which are almoſt 
equall in eſtateand value with the ſaid Borough, are joyncd in theſe afleſments with the reſidue of 
the ſaid County of Surrey. 

The unreaſona blenſle of which proportion as it is evidenced by divers ancient preſidents, in moſt 
of which the Porugh of Southwark was charged but at an eighth part, ſomerimes but one tenth part 
with the County ; ſo it was never {o charged as now it 1s by the County, and in ordinary Militaty 
charges two of the other foure Pariſhes were joyned ncimely with the Borough. 

T hat the ſaid Borough charged themſelves with one cighth part of the totall charged on the 
whole County (which as it 1s the moſt that can be evinced by ancient preſidents) ſo it is apparently 
much more then the proportion charged on the pariſh of Bermondſey, and thoſe other Corea 
which though adjacent to the Borough, are Z{lefſed with the County, by which a man reſident on

bedenied by the Gentlemen of the County, ſo it is no ſmall diſcouragement to the Inhabitants ofthe 
Borough of Southwark, who have volanturily and conſtantly adyentured all they have or are in the 
ſervice of the publique, nay beyond the ſaid County, and would be fivepence for a penny, if they 
ſhould be charged as the ſazd County have propounded, in the proportion ſet by them in the ſaid 
Borough of Soutkwark.

In wl.ich, though there may be 5000 families, yet there 15not one thouſand of them capable of pays 
mg any aſſeſments; the reſidue of them being very poor Tradeſmen, or ſuch as either receive alms, 
or beg their bread; thelong continuance of theſe diſtractions much more pinching poor Tradeſmen, 
then any other ſort of people whatſoever. _—

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An Account of his building the Grecian Church in So-hoe 


Feilds, and the diſpoſal thereof by the Maſters of the Pariſh of St. Max- 
ns in the Feild:. 


N the Year 1676 1 came into Ergland with intentions to publiſh a Book in 
print called Amtologion,for the uſe of the Eaſtern Greek Church, but finding they 
had no vlece allotted for the Exerciſe of our Religion, but that ſome Perſons 
of our Country, Daniel Bulgaris a Prieſt, and others, who had earneſtly in- 
deavoured to get one builded, and in order thereunto had obtained his Ma- 

jeſties gracious Grant for the ſame, two years before my arrival ; but wanting means, 

methods, and intereſt to proceed to the accompliſhing this their purpoſe, they defired 
me to take the buſincſs upon me 3 in which, though ſome difficulties appeared unſuta- 
ble to my FunGtion 3 yet in Piety to the Church, and to promote the exerciſe of the 

Divine Service thereof, 1 undertook the charge, and proceeded therein, as followeth 
V;z. 1 firſt applyed my ſelf to the Right Reverend the Lord Biſhop of Londor, to ac- 
uaint him therewith, and his Lordſhip did fo far approve thereof, that he promiſed to 

feak to the other Biſhops, and other Gentlemen to beſtow their benevolent Contri- 

butions toward: the building the ſaid Church : Next I applyed my (elf to Doftor Bar- 
bone, who was then concerned in building in So-hoe Feilds. He as ſoon as he was ac- 
quainted with my defign, promiſed to give me a peice of ground, and to build the 

Foundation at his own charge; thereupon 1 went again to his ſaid Lordſhip, and telling 

him thereof, he promiſed to give me a peice of ground himſclf, and ſent one Mr. Thrift 
with me, and marked out the ground, 

Herenpson I went to his Majeſty, the Dake of York, and moſt of the Nobility and 
Clergy, who were pleaſed to contribute freely to the Building, there being gathered 
bo:h in City and Country fiftcen hundred pounds. I began the foundation at my 
247 Charge, and as I received the Contributions I wefit on 3 and expended therein, as 
may appear by the Workmens Receipts, cight hundred pounds ; and the remainder of 
the mony was expended in Charges, Servants wages, and Horſe hire in going about the 
Country, and in my maintenance for theſe ſix years laſt paſt. 

After ſome time the Church being found inconveniently ſituated, being too remote 
from the abodes of moſt of the Grecians, (dwelling cheifly in the furthermoſt parts of 
the City,) it was upon mature conſideration thought fit to be ſold, another to be buijld- 
ed in a more convenient place 3 whereupon 1 applyed my (elf again to his Lordſhip the 
Biſhop of Lozdom, who was pleaſed to tell me, that when-the ſaid Church was fold, his 
Lordſhip would give his Grant and Title for the building of another. 

Hereupon [ ol hart toſell it, and finding two perſons that would buy the ſame, 
the Lord Biſhop of Londoz would not conſent thereto, leſt the Party ſhould make a 
Meeting Houſe thereof . Hereupon 1 went to the Doftorof'St. Martins, who propofing 
it to the Pariſh, they conſented before the {aid Lord Biſhop, to let it be w4 ages 
two able Workmen : The Church was accordingly veiwed, and rated to be wort 
626 I. The Pariſh proffered 168 /. alledging that the ground was theirs, and not the 
Biſhops : This agreement falling off, I found out others, who proffered 62 {. more than 
the Pariſh had done, which they of the Pariſh coming to_ underſtand, they proffered 
200 1. which I refuſing to take, the Lord Biſhop required meto give them the Key, 
which I denying to do, they told me they would take the Church withour it, as they ' 

did accordingly, breaking open the dore, and ng por ; Hereupon [ indea- 

voured to carry the perſon who broke open the door before a Juſtice, that I might ju- 4, 

ſtifie my ſelf, but the Pariſh not permitting him to go, I went my felt, but not finding "1 

the Juſtice I deſiſted from any further proceeding.
